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PARTY PLANS FOR IRELAND 


PARNELL PROPOSES TO PLAY A 
WAITING GAME. 

THE IRISH DEMANDS NOT TO BE FORMU- 

LATED AT PRESENT—VIEWS EXPRESSED 

BY SOME OF GLADSTONE’S FOLLOWERS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 22.—The recent visit to 
Treland of Lord Richard Grosvenor, who was a 
Government official under the administration of 
Mr. Gladstone, gave rise to a rumor that his ob- 
ject was to consult with Irish leaders on behalf 
of Mr. Gladstone. In an interview, however, 
Lord Richard said that he went to Ireland mere- 
ly for a week’s shooting; that he saw neither 
Mr. Parnell nor any of his colleagues, and that 
he never spoke to any one on the subject of home 
rule for Ireland. 

Earl Rosebery, who wasa member of Mr. 
Gladstone’s Cabinet, writes that he is willing to 
concede home rule to Ireland on condition that 
the union be maintained. 

Mr. Parnell hassenta letter to his colleagues 
witb reference tothe party’s programme. He 
says that it would be unwise at present for the 
Nationalists to formulate their demands, and 
that they wili therefore play a waiting game 
and watch the course of events. 

James J. O’Kelly, Nationalist member of Par- 
liament for Roscommon, said, in an interview 
to-day, that there was now a good opportunity 
for settling the question of home rule; that 
Mr. Gladstone could confer an enormous benefit 
on England and Ireland, and that no one was 
more competent than Mr. Gladstone to solve the 
Irish problem. The Irish party will hold a meet- 
ing in January to decide upon their policy in 
the coming Parliament. 

Mr. Herbert Gitadstone has written a letter to 
& news association, in the course of which he 
says: “*Ifear that the Tories will wash their 
hands of Parnell now they have got the benefit 
of the Irish vote in the elections. Party war- 
fare isthe only method of getting justice for 
Ireland.” 

A meeting of the Irish National League 
was held at Dublin to-day. T. D. Sullivan, 
member of Parliament, made an address, in 
which, referring to the opposition of the 
Orangemen and other loyalists, he characterized 
those who were clamoring against home rule as 
eae fanatics. The land question, he said, 
which had long been the subject of bitter con- 
troversy between the people and the landlords, 
must now be brought to a final settlement. lt 
would be impossible, however, to guarantee the 
property of the landlords against the demands of 
Irishmen in America and Australia. He warned 
the Ulster “ braggarts” that if they should re- 
sist the home rule measure after its passage by 
the Imperial Parliament their resistance would 
constitute an act of treason, and that it would 
be useless for them to endeavor to assert them- 
selves by fighting the Queen’s troops. Mr. Sul- 
livan said that Mr. Gladstone would persevere 
with the home rule scheme regardless of the 
clamors of those opposed to the measure. 

The London office of the Loyal Irish Union 
has issued a manifesto calling upon the 
people to make a united effort to thwart 
the attempts of the Parnellites to drive 
the country into civil war. The pro- 
gramme urged by the union is as follows: 
That Ireland be givena form of local self-govern- 
ment upon a broad and equitable basis, with rep- 
resentation in Pariiament by a Secretary 
and Under-Secretary chosen by the 
Irish members; that denominational uni- 
versities and schools be assisted by 
the Government; that a permanent royal Vice- 
roy be appointed to reside in the Viceregal 
Castle at Dublin; that Irish industries be 
encouraged by the allotment to _ Irish 
manufacturers of a share in Government 
work; that Irish fisheries be protected; that 
harborsand ports be improved, and that ju- 
dicious assistance be given by means of loars to 
railways and public works, this last provision to 
be controlied by a Central Board of Works. 

Mr. Forster, formerly Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, denounces the scheme attributed to 
Mr. Gladstone. He declares that the 
concession of home rule _ to Ireland, 
or of an Irish Parliament or of Irish independ- 
ence in any form would not solve the problem 
and would be fraught with danger both to Great 
Britain and to-lreland. 

An outside London stock jobber named Harri- 
son, who is charged with a series of frauds, has 
been arrested in Spain. Bank of England notes 
of the denomination of £100, which, it is alleged, 
had been forged by him, have been circulated 
largely, it is believed,in Dublin. The bank is 
exhausting every resource to secure the plate 
and engraving used in printing the counterfeit 
notes, which are excellent representations of the 
genuine notes. 


Lonpon, Dec. 23.—The Standard, com- 
menting upon the report of Secretary Manning, 
says that the tariff sustained by the American 
people is a promoter of business dishonesty, and 
that under it rascality thrives and flourishes. All 
manufactures exported from the United States, 
the Standard says, are shoddy. 

Horace Smith has started for Abyssinia on a 
Government mission. He bears an autograph 
letter and a swordof honor from Queen Vic- 
toria to King John of Abyssinia. 
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MINISTER CURRY AT MADRID. 
Maparip, Dec. 22.—Mr. Curry, the Amer- 
‘can Minister, presented his credentials to the 
Qceen Regent to-da;, when the subject of the 
commercial relations between the United 
States Government and Spain was discussed 
at some length, Minister Curry was 


gratified with the cordial feeling manifested by 
the Queen Regent in response to his views re- 
lating to commercial matters directly between 
Spain and the United States, and expressed to 
Queen Christina the hope that they would soon be 
placed upon a basis which would be mutually 
satisfactory to both Governments. The Queen 
unhesitatingly declared that she _ recipro- 
cated the feeling. The impression pre- 
vails in Ministerial circles that a 
new commercial treaty will soon be negotiated. 
Itis openly stuted by prominent Spanish states- 
men that no difficulty stands in the way thereof. 
Minister Curry prefaced his remarks upon 
the subject with the expression of his 
and his Government’s condolence upon the sad 
bereavement that had fallen upon the Queen in 
the death of King Alfonso. Queen Christina 
was deeply affected, and with much emotion ex- 
pressed her thanks for the sympathetic expres- 
sion of the Minister.

It is reported that the 
treaty gives France a protectorate over the whole 
of Madagascar, and that there will be a French 
Resident at Antananarivo, the capital, who will 
be charged with the duty of conducting the 
foreign affairs of Madagascar, and who will bg 
attended by a permanent guard. French troops 
will occupy Tamatay until a war indemnity of 
10,000,000f. is paid.”

boiled, the flesh dropping from his body in huge 
fakes. He was dead when taken out.

THE INDIAN AMBUSH. 


HOW THE REGULARS WERE SHOT DOWN IN 
A ROCKY DEFILE. 

Et Paso, Texas, Dec. 22.—Parties arrived 
here this evening from Silver City, New-Mexico, 
bringing additional particulars of the dis- 
astrous surprise of regular troops near Alma. 
New-Mexico, last Saturday, by a band 
of Apache guerillas. Two officers and four 
troopers were killed outright and two Officers 
dangerously wounded. The detachment com- 
prised 35 men all told, being a portion 
of Troop C, Eighth Cavalry, stationed 
regularly at San Antonio. They were 
part of Fountain's command, and were 
quietly marching through a rocky defile 
in the mountains at about 2 o’clock in the after- 
nvon, when suddenly, withouta note of warn- 
ing, the report of a dozen rifles from the 
rocks above echoed along the mount- 
ains. The red devils had secreted themselves 
behind high rocks, and there laid in 
wait for the unsuspecting soldiers. The at- 
tack was so sudden, so well § direct- 
ed and timed, that the troops were 
thrown into a state of great disorder. Their 
horses became: unmanageable, and the littie 
cavalcade got away from the spot as quickly as 
possible, leaving the dead behind. Scarcely an 
Indian was to be seen, and only the smoke of 


their rifles told where the Apaches lay hiaden. 
Such a thing as dislodging them was clearly im- 
possible with so small a force. 

After riding ashort distance and caring for 
the wounded the troops dismounted und cau- 
tiously approached the spot where the 
attack owas made. Upon scaling the 
mountains not an Indian was to be 
found. They had not descended and 
mutilated the bodies, as is their custom, but 
immediately after the soldiers retreated the 
Indians sought their ponies and took the mount- 
ain trail, going southward toward Mexico. 

Surgeon Lieut. Thomas J. C. Maddox, one 
Sergeant, and four troopers were almost in- 
stantly killed and fell from their horses. The 
names of the dead troopers have not yet been 
ascertained, as the company is a new one in 
these parts. 

Second Lieut. D. C. Cabell and one Sergeant 
are believed to be fatally wounded and 
four troopers are slightly wounded. 
Lieut. Cabell is a son of Gen. Cabell, 
the present United States Marshai at 
Dallas, Texas, familiarly known as “* Old Tige” 
in the days of the Confederacy. After burying 
the dead the little company ot regulars went to 
Silver City. On their way they found seven 
bodies, including those of two women, lying 
along the roadway, where they had been over- 
taken by the Apaches and cruelly shot down. 

It is thought the list of killed will be swelled 
to 20 or more when other courters arrive from 
that district. Everybody is leaving the country, 
the ranches are deserted, and that portion of 
New-Mexico never was so terrified and dis- 
heartened as by the present outbreak. Ranch- 
men utterly despair of the Government 
putting an adequate force in the field and for- 
ever exterminating the murderers. About a 
dozen families have reached this point from the 
Alma district, and will Winter here. It is said 
that this attack upon his soldiers has 
had some effect on Gen. Crook; he is 
now in favor of more vigorous measures to 
repress the victorious Apaches. He has tele- 
graphed to Gen. Sheridan, recommending that 
bloodhounds be employed in following the In- 
dians, and thus piloting the soldiers into their 
mountain stronghold. This massacre at Alma 
swells the list of murdered men and women in 
New-Mexico the past year to more than 200.

THE MORMON CONSPIRACY.

HAMPTON ON 
LAKE CITY. 
Sart LAKE City, Dec. 22.—The trial of 
Policeman Hampton, for conspiracy to entrap 
non-Mormon officiais into disreputable houses, 
is in progress in the District Court here. ‘To- 
day a Mrs. Field testified that Hampton and 
two other policemen entered into a contract 
with her to entice prominent Federal officials 
and anti-Mormons into a house furnished by 
them for her, where they reserved one room for 
secreting ‘themselves as witnesses. She was 
to receive fees for each person entrapped, 
They furnished the house, paid the rent, 
and paid her for her services. Her testimony 


makes Hampton's conviction certain, and im- 
plicates two other members of the Mormon city 
police. It also points to the fact that the scheme 
was concocted by the Mormon Church and paid 
for with the church funds. 

While all is quiet here now there is much bit- 
terness and an outbreak is possible at any time. 
The News, the church organ, has made such 
libel ous assaults on Dr. De Witt, the Pastor of 
the Baptist Church, that the ministerial associa- 
tion, composed of all the orthodox preachers in 
the city, called a meeting to discuss the 
situation and warn people against giving cre- 
dence to the stories should they be sent abroad. 
The Gentiles employ Mormon domestics to such 
anextent that they rely upon them for such 
services, but an.edict of the church declares that 
Mormon girls shall not work for Gentiles, and 
the Gentiles are likely to be left without serv- 
ants.

FATAL FIGHT BETWEEN CATTLEMEN. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 22.—A special to 
the Courier-Journal says: “ H. D. Frisbee and J. 
K. Lake, the well known cattle breeders, had an 
altercation at Cynthiana, Ky., to-day, and 
Frisbee was shot and fatally injured. They 
quarreled over a business matter, and Frisbee 
used strong language. Lake threw a rock 
at Frisbee. Both men then drew their 
pistols and began firing simultaneously. After 
a few shots Frisbee ran behind a tree, and when 
both revolvers were empty the ficht was con- 
tinued with rocks until the men were separated. 
Frisbee was shot in the back near the spinal 
column. He and Lake were one of the most 
prominent firms of fine cattle breeders in the 
State, and it was their herd that caused the 


pleuro-pneumonia excitement in this State some 
time ago.”

SCHAEFER LOSES A GAME 


THE FRENCH CHAMPION PLAYING 
IN BETTER LUCE. 

A HARD-FOUGHT BATTLE, WITH’ LITTLE 
BRILLIANT WORK «BY EITHER CONTEST- 
ANT UNTIL NEAR THE END. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 22. — Maurice Vignaux 
won to-night the second of the series of tie 
games in the 14-inch balk line billiard tourna- 
ment, scoring 800 points at the rate of 22 8-36 an 
inning, and running out with a lead of 114 
over Schaefer, his opponent. The game was 
rather more interesting than that of last even- 
ing and attracted afew more people. Still, the 
hall was little more than half filled and the en- 
thusiasm of the former games was missing. 

Schaefer won the bank, but failed to count 
from spot. Vignaux closed the inning with a 
run of 10 and in the fifth shoved up 98 but- 
tons. Two innings ‘ater Schaefer scored 53. 


The men played pretty evenly, and at the 
end of the ninth inning the _ score 
stood: Vienaux, 265; Schaefer, 227 
age of 29 and 25 respectively. The Frenchman 
was playing a cautious, thoughtful game, while 
Schaefer as usual was taking all sorts of 
chances. The position play of both men was 
good and awakened considerable enthusi- 
asm. In the eleventh inning the _ players 
began pulling down their averages. Except 30 
in the twelfth inning, Schaefer took nothing 
above single figures, and Vignaux seemed to 
go to pieces at the same time, and, 
with the exception of a_ little run of 
13 in the twelfth inning, had a long succession of 
singles and goose eggs. Beginning with the sev- 
enteenth inoing: however, Vignaux picked upa 
bitand gradually drew away from the “wizard” in 
the race. At the end of the twenty-sixth inning 
the score stood: Vignaux, 552; Schaefer, 
380. The latter’s hand seemed to have 
lost its cunning, and it was not till the 
twenty-ninth inning that he began to show 
something of his familiar stroke and the buttons 
fiew along to his end of the string. The spectators 
gave him a hearty cheer when he finally took 
his seat with 105 more points to his credit. The 
Frenchinan captured 42, put the next inning only 
gave a point toeachman. Thescorethen stood: 
Schaefer, 493; Vignaux, 620. At the end of the 
twenty-cighth innning Schaefer had narrowed 
his opponent’s lead down to 137 points, and in the 
thirty-first took 89 more off the short end of his 
own string and brought the lead down to 51. 
Vignaux scored only 4 in the thirty-first and 
thirty-second innings, and Shaefer sat down 
in the thirty-third inning with 39 more 
to his credit and was only 13 points behind the 
Frenchman. The latter followed with only four 
points and Schaefer counted up 20 and passed 
his opponent. But Vignaux closed up the 
gap with arun of 9,and the “ Wizard” caught 
only 2 in the _— thirty-fifth. Vignaux 
still held his lead, but with few points 
to spare. These Schaefer wiped out 
with a run of 43 in the _ thirty-sixth 
inning, thereby gaining a lead of 38 points. It 
looked as if the little fellow was out of the 
woods, but the res Frenchman put on one 
of his famous ursts of speed in his 
half of the inning, and the balls rolled as much 
to his advantage as though they were in grooves. 
It was a straightaway course for him, and when 
he had scored 152 — he had won the game, 
The following is the score:

Dec. 24, to investigate and hear any complaints on the 
part of such stockholders or the public. 

Mr. Kernan moved, in consideration of the 
fact that no complaints on the subject had 
been received by the board, that Mr. O’Donnell’s 
resolution lie on the table until complaints were 
received, This was carried, Mr. Rogers voting 
with Mr, Kernan against Mr. O’Donnelil. 





BEATEN. BY STRIKERS. - 
PrrrsBurG, Penn., Dec. 22.—There was 
an outbreak at the old Eagle Minesin the third 
pool, near Elkhorn, yesterday morning. At an 
early hour about 20 masked men made an attack 


upon two Germans when about three-quar- 

ters of a mile trom the pit. One. of the 

Germans was kaocked down and beaten with a 

club, and sustained serious injuries. The other 

ove fared better, getting off with a few scratches 

anda black eye.

BANKERS .- SUSPEND. 


THE FAILURE OF WHOLESALE CLOTHIERS 
CAUSES THEIR EMBARRASSMENT, 

Syracuse, Dec. 22.—Dow, Short & Co., 
bankers, suspended to-day with direct liabilities 
of $60,000, of which $40,000 is due to depositors, 
ang contingent liabilities amounting to $100,000 
for indorsement of notes rediscounted, the value 
of which is not now apparent. The nominal as- 
Sets aggregate $50,000. ‘The total preferences 
amount to about $40,000. Among the creditors 
in this class are Mrs. E. R. Weaver, of New- 
York, forasmal! sum; Charles R. Dow, of To- 
ledo, Ohio, for $5,000, and holders of drafts 
drawn by assignors on the Market National 
Bank, of New-York, and now outstanding tothe 
amount of $7,000, these being for moneys re- 
ceived on collection tor the National Exchange 
Bank of Albany. 

The firm was organized 12 years ago. Last 
year they suffered a loss of $40,000 by the failure 
of Kopelowich Brothers & Co. A panic among 
their depositors was the result, but through the 
aid of Robert Gere’s Bank they were enabled to 
meet the heavy run. Their last annual state- 
ment showed a surplus of more than $100,000. 
Since then there has been nothing on the sur- 
face to indicate any unfavorable change. Sus- 
pension was precipitated by heavy losses through 
yesterday's failure of Silverstein & Co., whole- 
sale clothiers, in this city. 





ROCKLAND'S ACTIVE REPUBLICANS.

A SENSATION CAUSED IN ROCH- 
ESTER BY AN ARREST. 


HENRY B. MARCILLE, A PROMINENT BUSI-: 


NESS MAN, GIVES NOTES WHICH ARE. 
-* §aID TO BE FALSE 
- RocwHester, N. Y., Deo. ».22.—About a 
month ago Daniel G. Peck and Alonzo Green, 
of Bergen, came to this city looking for Henry 
B. Marcille, a cattle dealer. He had sold a drove 
of cattle for them on commission, and had failed 
to account for the proceeds. They were unsuc- 
cessful in their search, and the fact was dis- 
covered that he had fled from the city, leaving 
behind him a wife and two children, who 
live on Genesee-street. The case was placed 
in the hands of the police to inves- 
tigate. Then it was discovered that his 
cattle transaction with Green and Peck was not 
the only cause of his flight. A large number of 
notes, aggregating $7,000 or $8,000, were in the 
hands of various bankers who had discounted 
them. They purported to be drawn by various 
well known business men 1n and around Roches- 
ter in favor of Marcille. Detectives Hayden and 
Kavanagh were detailed on the case by the Chief 
ot Police, and they have been carrying on a vig- 


orous search for the — man. He was 
finally located in Canada, and here all traces of 
his whereabouts were lost. 

‘Lhe detectives kept at work, and last week a 
clue was discovered which led them to believe 
that Marcille was in the vicinity of Bay City, 
Mich. C. Henry Amsden, of the firm ot Ams- 
den Brothers, bankers, swore out a warrant for 
his arrest on Baturday. It is sim ply on one note, 
and details that on or about July 20, 1885, Henry 
B. Marcille forged tne name of D. G. Peck to a 
promissory note for $100, payable in three 
months, which note Amsden Brothers discount- 
ed. With this document Detective Hayden 
went to Bay City and with the aid of 
Chief of Police Murphy of that place 
located his man on a farm five miles from the 
city. Marcille, who was acquainted with the 
detective, greeted him cordially and expressed 
no surprise at his arrest. ‘1 dreamed 1 saw you 
last night,” he said, “‘ and [ knew it was all up 
with me.” He consented to return with the 
officer without waiting for the necessary requisi- 
tion papers, and Hayden at once returned with 
a oe arriving in this city at 5 o’clock to- 
night. 

Marcille was at once placed in close confine- 
ment and no one was allowed to see him. A 
lawyer who claimed to be his attorney called 
and demanded an interview with his client 
about 8 o’clock and he was promptly told that 
he could not see Marcille until the latter called 
for him. He will probably be arraigned before 
Magistrate Keeler Manip As he was a well 
known business man of Rochester the utmost 
surpriso has been everywhere expressed at the 
charges of forgery preferred against him. He 
obtained money by discounting all the notes he 
is charged with forging, and must have nad a 
large sum with him when he left the city. The 
Bergen men claim to have lost about $500 by 
Marcille on cattle alone. In addition to this 
their names are attached to a large number of 
notes which the banks have discounted. 

Marcille’s parents reside in Pembroke, Gene- 
see County, and stand high 1n their community. 
Although nothing definite can be learned, it is 
hinted by good authorities that Marcille has 
made a confession of his misdeeds. It is also 
said that speculation led him to crime. The 
forged documents on which he was arrested are 
50 mixed with genuine papers that it will be im- 
possible to ascertain for some time the exact 
amount of the false paper. New notes which 
are — by men whose names they bear, 
and which are drawn in favor ot Marcille, are 
turning up every day. 


BROKEN DOWN WITH TROUBLE. 





THE MISFORTUNES OF A ONCE PROSPEROUS 
CHICAGO HOTEL MAN. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 22.—David A. Gage, who 
years ago was one of Chicago’s foremost citi- 
zens, is lying dangerously ill in this city. It is 
said that his death 1s likely to occur at any time. 
The career of Mr.Gage up to the time of his 
trouble in 1873 was a most successful one. He came 
to this city in 1853, and together with his brother 
George assumed control of the old Tremont 


House. Later John B. Drake was taken into the 
lirm, and the hotel did a flourishing business. 
From that time until shortly before he took his 
departure from this city Mr. Gage was promi- 
nently identified with the hotel business. In 1869 
he was elected City ‘Treasurer, and served until 
succeeded by Dan O'Hara in 1873. The latter, 
upon taking possession of the books ot his office, 
discovered that a shortage of small dimensions 
existed, and made a demand upon his predecessor 
for $507,703 58, which was not forthcoming. 
Mr. Gage was indicted, and his trial came 
off at Wheaton, Ill, which resulted in his ac- 
quittal by the jury. He had prior to the alleged 
defalcation spent thousands of dollars in the 
improvement of Riverside, and his downfall 
was traced to that scheme. His real estate and 
his interest in the Riverside Improvement Com- 
pany was turned over to the city, and after the 
trial the matter was compromised by the city 
and his bondsmen. Mr. Gare went Westshortly 
after this and engaged in the hotel business; but 
though his efforts were for a time crowned with 
success, he became involved in debt, which re- 
sulted in his failure about six months ago in 
Denver to the extent of about $40,000. This in- 
debtedness he endeavored to settle, but being 
unable to do so cametothis city some months 
ago, broken in health, andina short time took 
to his bed, 


KILLED HIS FATHER. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Dec. 22.—A terrible 
tragedy is reported from Madison County, on 
the Big Laurel. It appears that James Gunter 
and his son were drinking together and got into 
an altercation. The father rushed into the yard, 
seized an axe, and started toward the son, who 
remained in the house. The latter, seeing the 
danger in which he was, reached up over the 
doorand got his gun and shot his father througn 
the bowels. The unfortunate man died in a 
few moments. Young Gunter has been ar- 
rested, and is lodged in Madison Jail. His attor- 
neys have made application for a writ of babeas 
corpus, on the plea of justifiable homicide. The 
prisoner is one of the best planters of his sec- 
tion, owns a fine farm, and is worth about $8,000. 








A JERSEY FARMER'S FATAL FALL. 

NEwBuRG, N. Y., Dec. 22.—Jacob A. 
Stivers, a farmer at Beemerville, Sussex County, 
N. J., tell yesterday afternoon while~climbing 
over a fence and broke his neck. He and his 
son had been toa mountain wood lot two miles 
away. At4 o’clock he started to walk home. 
taking a short route across the fields, while his 
son drove around by the way of the road. The 
deceased was found by hisson two hours later. 
Mr. Stivers was a model farmer, and was noted 
for his integrity. He left a widow, three daugh- 
ters, andtwo sons. He was65 yearsold. He was 
an uncie ot M. D. Stivers, editorof the Middle- 
town Press. 





NOT EVEN A CHANCE TO RETRACT.

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MORE RACES FOR TRE CUP, 


THE NEW-YORK YACHT CLUB ACCEPTS THE 
GALATEA’S CHALLENGE. 


A special meeting of the New-York 
Yacht Club was held last evening to consider 
the challlenge of the Galatea for the America's 
cup and other matters. The Galatea first chal- 
lenged for the cup simultaneously with the Ge- 
nesta on Feb, 17, 1885, and it was the in- 
tention then of her owner, Lieut. W. 
Henn, of the Royal Navy, to send her 
over last season, or early in the coming Svring, 
but the Galatea, being a new boat, did not do as 
well as she was expected to do in her trials of 
speed last Summer, and hence her coming to 
this country was delayed. At the same time 


thatthe New-York Yacht Club accepted the 
Genesta’s challenge it signified its willingness to 
give the Galatea a chance to sail for 
the cup if the Genesta should be beaten. 
On Oct. 6 last, the day before he sailed for Eng- 
land, J. Beavor-Webb, acting tor Lieut. Henn, 
wrote a ietter to Secretary Minton, of the New- 
York Yacht Club, asking permission to renew 
the challenge for the Galatea. He also asked 
that at Jeast five races be sailed, at least two 
races off Newport, and that the races 
be fixed for as late dates in the 
Fall as practicable, to avoid the vexatious 
calms that prevail in September. In answer to 
this letter Secretary Minton was authorized to 
write Mr. Webb that,when, as required by the 
deed of gift of the cup, the challenge was pre- 
sented inthe name of a club to which Lieut. 
Henn belonged, the New-York Club would take 
formal action on it. In reply to that letter 
Secretary Minton received the following, which 
be on laid before the club last night for considera- 
ion:

SUING THE BONDSMEN.

THE ~ FRAUDULENT INDIANA TOWNSHIP 
WARRANTS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 22.—In the United 
States court to-day Walter Stanton, a New- 
York broker, began suit against the bondsmen 
of eight Indiana township Trustees, who en- 
gaged with Pollard in issuing township school 
warrants for fictitious purchases. The com- 
Plainant holds $58,000 of these fraudulent war- 
rants, issued by the following Trustees, in the 
amounts named: Charles H. Brown, Washing- 
ton Township, Daviess County, $11,000; Henry 


Thorpe, Morgan Township, Harrison County, 
$5,000; Arista Glover, Mill Creek Township, 
Fountain County, $7,000; Robert N. Mar- 
tin, Owen Township, Jackson County, 
$7,000; John Grimsley, Steel Township, Daviess 
County, $5,000; Walker B. Kodmen, Monroe 
Township, Washington County, $7,000; John 
Clark, Barr Township, Daviess County, $10,000; 
John B. Clawson, Warren Township, Warren 
County, $6,000. These warrants were sold origin- 
ally to the Providence Hospital and ‘rust Com- 
pany of Providence, R.1I., the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank of Providence, and the Niantick 
National Bank, by whom they were transferred 
to the complainant. All these Trustees are now 
in Canada or elsewhere in hiding, and it has been 
supposed hitherto that these warrants were 
worthless, inasmuch as the Supreme Court has 
held that the townships could not be heid for 
them. Stanton’s attorneys, however, claim that 
inasmuch as the issue of the warrants was Clear- 
ly illegal and a breach of official trust, under 
section 6,007 of the Kevyised Code, the Trustees 
are liable on their bonds for the amount. 

In this connection it may be stated that the 
Grand Juty of the county has indicted Pollard, 
the chief swindler, for forgery, on the evidence 
of Trustee Kitz, of thistownship, who claims 
that his name signed to about $28,000 of warrants 
purporting to be issued by him is forged. It is 
understood that on this issue, if assured im- 
munity from prosecution on the other charges, 
Pollard is willing to go to trial, and an agent has 
been sent for his extradition.

A MYSTERY CLEARED UP. 

NorFo.k, Va., Dec. 22.—An inquest was 
held this morning over the dead body of the 
woman Eva Gilson, which was brought here last 
night on the schooner £. G. Irwin, Capt. Dodd, 
from New-York. The jury returned a verdict 
of death from natural causes, superinduced by 
the habitual use of morphine and perhaps hast- 
ened by her inability to procure it. Capt. Dodd 
says his vessel was lying at Greenpoint, N. Y., 
and the deceased came on board from a canal 
boat alongside and asked for passage to this 
city on her way to Kirkdale, Mo., which ho 
gave her, she being penniless. She had her 
trunk taken on board. It appears from an ex- 
amination of her effects that she belonged in 
Kirkdale, Mo., where she has a sister living, and 
that she was 81 years of age, tbe daughter of 
Major Gilson of the Confederate Army. She 
had been married to a man by the name of 
Young, who treated her badly and left her, after 
which he committed a murder and afterward 
died. She had lived at_one time at No. 
Fourth-street, Troy, N. Y., and afterward had 
been employed on the canal boat from which she 
was taken. An effort has been made to commu- 
nicate with some of her relatives without suc- 
cess. 





TRACK LAYING STOPPED BY CITIZENS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 22.—The citizens 
of Alliance were greatly incensed this morning 
by an ‘attempt of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago Railroad employes to lay a side 
track along Front-street, a much used thorough- 
fare. Though the course of the proposed track 
was known much earlier no objection was made 
until the track layers had reached the limit of 
the company’s ground and began to encroach 
upon the street. The citizens, headed by the 

ayorand Council, then entered their protest, 
and upon the refusal of the construction party 
to abanaon their work about 20 policemen were 
ordered to compel a suspension of operations, 
which they did, but not until a section of track 
had been laid upon the street. This the citizens 
tore up, and those in charge of the work decided 
not tomake further trouble and so refrained 
from any show of resistance. The citizens ob- 
tained an injunction a little later restraining the 
railroad company temporarily from further op- 


erations.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR IGNORED.

The Messrs. Kilmer say that they will 
not treat with the labor organization, and they 
add that they are filling up the vacant places as 
rapidly as possible with non-union men. The 
Knights of Labor are believed to be 1,500 strong 
in this city, and the general opinion seems to be 

that the firm will have to yield eventually. 


THE GEORGIA LIQUOR LAW. 

ATLANTA, Dec. 22.—The Superior Court 
was engaged all day in listening to argument in 
the proceedings for an injunction against the 
declaration of the result in the prohibition elec- 
tion. The Hon. Alexander C. King opened for the 
liquor men, and in aspeeth of tour hours fully 
presented the points upon which the anti-pro- 
hibitionists relied, all of which bas been stated 
her etofore. He was followed by Col. Mynatt 
fo the prohibitionists. The argument will 
y obably last several days. The decision will be 
of great interest. as the court is called upon to 
make a square issue upon the constitutionality 
of the law.

GERARD “ MURRAY’S. MIDNIGHT 
VISIT TO HIS WIFE, 
A ROMANTIO COURTSHIP, A MISSING WOMAN,\ 
AND A SCENE IN WHICH WHISKY, POL 
’ SON, AND A PISTOL APPEARED, 

An ambulance was summoned from the. 
New-York Hospital at 3 o’clock yesterday morn-' 
ing totake from Mrs. McQuade’s home, No. 26 
West Thirteenth-street, an unconscious young 
man, and inquisitive people of this sleepless and 
unsavory neighborhood had their curiosity 
aroused for a second time, for two hours before 
screams as of a woman had come from the 
house. The man is Gerard Francis Norman 
Murray, who comes of a well known English 
family. His father is an officer of the High 
Court of Chancery, and his brother, the Rev. G. 
M. Murray, is Pastor of an Episcopal church at 
Linwood, Port Royal, Rockingham County, Va. 
Gerard was a student at St. Mary’s Hospital, in 
London, but was not graduated. 

Last July, while on visit to Herne Bay, Kent, 
he met Joicey Marion Brown, little more than 
16 years old, auburn-haired, slim, graceful, and 
very pretty. She was there with her mother, 
the widow of a rich wine merchant of Ealing, 
Middlesex. It was a case of love at first sight, 
but Mrs. Brown frowned and took her daughter 
home and then to Cromer, Norfolk. Joicey 
promptly informed Gerard of the change and he 
as promptly visited Cromer surreptitiously and 
induced ‘her to elope with. him. On 
the train on which they were speeding 
to London, where they proposed to get married, 
was a barrister who knew Gerard. Gerard took 
his friend into his confidence, and was distressed 
when the barrister, after a lecture on the iniquity 
of runaway matches, claimed. Miss Brown, 


hustled her into a cab, when London was 
reached, and placed her under the care of his 
mother-in-law. Gerard went to bis father and 
tared as ill with him as did Miss Joicey when her 
mother claimed her. Gerard was sent to this 
country, with his brother, in August. Little 
more than a month ago Miss Joicey rebelled and 
again left her home, but wassoon found. Her 
mother, in despair, consented to her marriage, 
and Gerard was sentfor. He reached London 
on Dec. 1, he and Joicey were united at Christ 
Church, Ealing, and 48 hours after Mr. and Mrs. 
Murray were on the Etruria bound for New- 
York, and they arrived here on Dec. 13. 

On the day they landed they went, ignorant 
of New-York, to the Hotel Lamberti, and the 
next day to the Hotel Ricnmond, in. Twelfth- 
street. Mr. Murray had not determined on his 
career here, and it bad been arranged that he 
should consult his brother in regard to his fut- 
ure movements. So on Dec. 15 hestarted for 
Virginia, after requesting his friend Charles E. 
Hughes,a lawyer, of No. 346 Broadway, to see 
that his wife wanted for nothing. Thursday 
afternoon Mr. Murray burst into Mr. Hughes’s 
office and frantically exclaimed that his wife 
had eloped. When he became calmer he related 
that he had communicated with Joicey by tele- 
graph, and the telegram came back with the in- 
dorsement. “Person canuot be found.” He 
hurried here, and at the Hotel Rich- 
mond discovered that his wife went away 
with her baggage and that his clothes, 
&e., bad been thrown out of the room 
occupied by her. Private detectives were at 
once engaged, but Mrs. Murray’s baggage could 
not be traced. Gerard§was completely broken 
down. Friday night a friend induced him to 
take a walk with him. They visited Huber’s 
Hotel Prospect, in Fourteenth-street, and there, 
seated at a table and apparently in the company 
of a well dressed man, was Mrs. Murrey... Gerard 
demgnded that she should leave the place at 
once,*and she went with him to the street, where 
the young man’s excited manner drew a crowd, 
anda policeman took them both to the East 
Fifth-street police station. Gerard requested 
the Sergeant on duty to detain his wife 
for stealing a set of surgical instruments 
until he could bring his lawyer. He 
brought Mr. Hughes to the station * house. 
Then the facts of the case were brought 
out, and the Sergeant discharged Mrs. 
Murray, with the remark that a wife cannot 
steal from a husband. Then Mr. Huches taiked 
with Mrs. Murray. She appeared to be penitent, 
and made admissions, it is asserted, of 2 dam- 
aging nature. She gave her address as No. 26 
West Thirteenth-street. She left the station 
house. Mr. Hughes afterward called at this 
place several times without seeing her, but he 
was given Lawver W.S. Wolf’s card, and went 
to bis office Monday afternoon with Mr. Mur- 
ray. Lawyer Wolf talked of alimony, but notb- 
ing was arranged but a conference for4 P. M. 
yesterday. 

Mr. Murray’s explanation of what occurred 
Monday night is that he went in the afternoon 
to see one Littauer, who was named in his wite’s 
admissions. Hehada pistol in his pocket and 
intended to killhim. But Littauer stood scru- 
tiny. well, shook hands cordially, asked about 
Mrs. Murray asif he was entirely indifferent to 
her, and ‘accompanied Gerard to an elevated 
railroad station. Mr. Murray, despite his wife's 
admissions, was “ hungry” for a sight of her, 
and at 8:30 o’clock went to Mrs. McQuade’s. 
Joicey received her husband coldly at first, but 
he was so gentie and pathetic that when he 
said that, to save her name from  dis- 
grace, he would take her somewhere 
where they could live as brother and sister 
until she could find an excuse to go to England, 
she sprang into his arms and cried bitterly. She 
freely confessed how terribly she had erred. 
Gerard tore himself away half crazed, and at the 
first Jiquor saloon he purchased a pint of whisky, 
half of which he drank in the street. Thenat 2 
druggist’s he bought a bottle of chlorodyne, but 
did not take any of it. He went back to hig 
wife, and talked over his misery with her for 
more than an hour, and drank what remained of 
the whisky, and about midnight-went out ana 
had the bottle filled again. Going back 
he continued to drink, and pouring some 
whisky.in a glass put some chlorodyne in it, 
He says that his wife seized the glass and was 
about to drink it when he snatched it from her. 
Neither drank of the mixture, but Gerard fin- 
ished the whisky and his reason and strength 
began to fail him. Taking a piece of paper he 
wrote on it his brother’s address in Virgiaia and 
a statement that he had taken opium, and then, 
taking out his revolver, said, ‘** Here’s my pis- 
tol.” Mrs. Murray seized it, and they were 
struggling for its possession when Mrs. McQuade 
ond others burst into the room. Mrs. Murray 
said Gerard had taken poison. A physician was 
sent for and afterward the ambulance came. He 
awoke sober at noon and was, later in the day, 
taken to the Mercer-strect station house. He 
will be arraigned at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court to-day. 

Mrs. Murray, before noon yesterday, left Mrs. 
McQuade’s, and her whereabouts could not be 
ascertained. She had received a cablegram 
from England and a visit from her lawyer. Mr. 
Wolf said that she haa been placed under the care 
of a minister of the highest character, and that 
noone could talk with her. Her mother, ta 
whom she telegraphed on Monday, had instruct- 
ed her to select a quiet place and await her ar- 
rival. Mrs. Murray’s case, Mr. Wolf added, was 
a very clear and simple one. Her husband had 
acted like a crazy man, and virtually abandoned 
her,a child,in a great city when he went to 
Virginia. Mr. Murray’s lawyer, he asserted, had 
tried to get him to sign a confession, but 
she had none to make and had not acted im- 
properly. She would institute divorce proceed- 
ings when the proper time came, buf Monday 
nigbt Mrs. Murray was so far from suspecting 
his wife that he was prepared to be reconciled 
and live with her again, but he produced pistol 
and poison, and Mrs. Murray saved her life by 
disarming him. Last nicht Mr. Murray had 
nothing to add to his statement, but he denied 
all of Lawyer Wolf's that did not accord with it. 
The diagonsis of the hospital physician is that 
Mr. Murray was stupefied by liquor and not bx 
any poison. ini 


THE KNOCH MURDER MYSTERY. 

Detroit, Dec. 22.—The developments 
of the last two days have brought no new light 
to the solution of the mystery still hanging 
around the terrible quadruple murder of iast 
week. They have only added to its horrors. A 

sond examination of the few remains that 
scare: gathered from the ruins of the burned 
house in which the Knoch family were sleeping, 
especial attention being given to the skulls, 
show that at least one of the children was struck 
with a sail hatchet and ite head split open. 
The blade of this instrument has also been dug 
out of the ruins, and is now in possession of the 
officers, who cherish the raint hope that it may 
furnish the means of identifying the perpetra- 
tor of the crime. Beyond these no additional 
clues have been discovered. The inquest is stil}: 
being diligently prosecuted.

SONS OF THE PILGRIMS 


THE -DAY THE: NEW-ENGLAND-SO- 
CIETY CELEBRATES. 

THE ANNUAL BANQUET—ADDRESSES BY GEN. 
WOODFORD, CONGRESSMAN REED, THE 
REV. DR.-PAXTON, AND OTHERS. 

The annual dinner of the New-Engiand 
Society in the city of New-York took place at 
Delmonico’s last evening. The sons of the 
pilgrims who livein this city do not agree with 
those of Brooklyn as to the date on which the 
pilgrims landed. Hence they have their din- 
ner one day later, and do what W. 
8. Gilbert calls their “little best’ to 
make it better. Last night 255 persons 
sat down to the tables, The room was decorat- 
ed with shields and clusters of fiags. Behind 
the guests’ table were festoons of American 
flags, with the arms of the society in the centre. 
On each end of the same table were ornamental 
pieces of confectionary, in which maps of New- 
England were prominent. A large basket of 
choice flowers lay in front of the Chairman, and 
other baskets were scattered around on the 
other tables, mingled with elaborate ornamental 
sets of confectionery and handsome Jamps. The 
balcony was decorated with flags,from behind 
which Bernstein’s orchestra dispensed copious 
doses of ‘‘ The Mikado,” “The Black Hussar,” 
and other music of the day. 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford presided, and beside 
him, atthe table of honor, sat Senator Joseph 
R. Hawley, Congressman Thomas B. Reed, of 
Maine; Levi P, Morton, Benjamin D. Silliman, 
President of the Brooklyn New-England So- 
ciety; Judge Joseph F. Daly, Commodore 
Ralph ©. Chandler, Gen. Horace Porter, 
the Rey.

During the evening a congratulatory tele- 
gram was received from the New-Engiand Soci- 
ety of Charleston, signed by William C. Bird and 
George H. Walton, stewards. To this the fol- 
lowing response was sent: 

“ Thanks for greeting. New-England at New-York 
shakes hands with New-England in Charleston, and 
icoks forward to the day when the New-England idea 
shall make the whole land one in love as it is In name.” 

It was 9:20 when the candelabra and ornaments 
were removed from the tables and the ice cream 
was served. Soon afterward, when the coffee 
and cigars were smoking in company, Gen. 
Woodford rapped for order. Once more It was 
his pleasant duty, he said, to welcome all, guests 
and members, at this hospitable board. efer- 
ring to the difference in date celebrated by the 
New-York and rooklyn societies, he paid 


a warm tribute to President Benjamin 
D. Silliman, of the latter society, and 
proposed a toast in honor of that or- 


ganization. Mr, Silliman responded by simply 
rising and_bowing. In referring to the other 
societies Gen. oodford said that Cornelius 
Vanderbilt accepted an invitation to the dinner, 
as President of the St. Nicholas Society, on the 
very day that his father died. He then told a 
pretty little story of how William H. Vanderbilt 
got up in a crowded street car to give his seat 
toan aged colored woman who was carrying a 
heavy basket. Gen. Woodford then paid a 
short but warm tribute to the memory of Gen, 
Grant, which was received with loud applause. 
*““Because we love the Nation, liberty, and 
union,” said he, “* we drink to-night in sorrow, 
but with gratitude to the memory of Ulysses 8. 
Grant.” The speaker then referred to the 
change in the National Administration. ‘* We 
have learned this lesson,’ he said, ‘that 
the Republic is stronger than any party 
and can survive the victory of any. 
So we drink the health of the 
President of the United States. [Applause.] We 
honor the President for his strong words in re- 
gard tothe right of the Government to crush 
polygamy in Utah. We honor him for the brave, 
strong words with which he has stood for a dollar 
that shall mean a dollar, that shall measure 
wages and values, and sustain the financial honor 
of the Nation the world over.”’ Applause. ] 

The speaker then proposed “Torefathers’ Day 
and Ail Who Honor It.” He next read a letter 
of regret from President Cleveland. After that 
he gave as the first regular toast, “The Puri- 
tans: A People Who Believed Something.”’. Gen. 
Joseph R. Hawley was called upon to respond, 
and was received with three cheers and a rocket. 
Referring to the well-worn condition of his 
theme, he said that he felt like the New-England 
skipper mentioned by Emerson, who, coming 
home in aleaky ship, said: “1 bave pumped 
the Atlantic Ocean through this vessel three 
times.”” Mr. Beecher and others bad used up a 
good many of the speaker's ideas on the pre- 
vious evening. Nothing, however, had ever 
been accomplished except by men who believed 
something. It was a characteristic that came 
over with the Puritans, and was still here. Nor 
was it driven over. If the Puritans bad bent 
but alittle in their belief they could have re- 
mained athome, But they believed too strong- 
ly. They had been accused of enslaving man to 
a barbarous God, yet no men had ever more ex- 
alted the human soul. 

The next toast was “ The Army and the Navy,” 
to which Gen. Horace Porter responded. e 
was received with three cheers and three rock-~ 
sts. Hesaidthat he had frequently assaulted 
the same toast. Gen. Porter paid a tribute to 
the memory of Gen. McClellan and spoke earn- 
estly and eloquently of Gen. Grant. He de- 
scribed at length and in glrowing tergs Gen. 
Grant’s last salute to the marching column that 
passed his home while he was ill. Long con- 
tinued applause broke out at theend of this 
speech, and the assembly, rising, drank to Gen. 
Grant’s memory. 

Great applause greeted the rising of Congress- 
man Thomas B. Keed, of Maine. who responded to 
the toast of **The Congress and the United States.”’ 
He said: ‘“ You must all realize how difficult it 
is for me to bring back your thoughts to earthly 
things after that superb tribute to him whom 
we all loved and reverenced—Gen. Grant— 
which you have just heard. The Congress 
of the United tates is a lofty body, 
whose usefulness I would gladly celebrate, 
but it seems to be little in comparison with the 
illustrious dead. I confess I feel that I have 
not been quite fairly treated in being called uno: 
to reply to this toast, as the eloquent speech o 
Judge Porter has made me realize that 
I ought not to be here, Judge Russell was.kind 
enough to give me the choice of two 
subjects. He said I might address you 
on the New-England States or upon the 
Congress of the United States. I found myself, 
on the receipt of this invitation, in the histor- 
ical position of the ass between two bundles of 
hay. But I agg | speedily dismissed the New- 
England States. I knew that I could ak ten- 
derly ot Rhode Island and ppreciatively of Con- 
necticut; that I could paint a ttle of 
the yee re an scenery of Vermont and 
New-Hampshire, and that I could disport 
my free iimbs upon the prairies of Maine. 
I thought I might also attempt a oy 6 
of the old State of Massachusetts, which J love 
and admire, but I knew it was im ble for me 
to do justice to the perennial glories of Boston. 
Only a Boston man.can rise to those heights of 
story and of song. A poet like that must be 
born, and he must be born in Boston; he cannot 
be made out of pine wood, And so you see I 
am here sorrowf heaven help me, with the 
Con, of the United States on my hands.

SENATOR HAWLEY’s'sUCCESSOR AND.ABUSES! 
IN NEW-HAVEN DISCUSSED. 

New-Haven, Conn., Dec. 22.—Con- 
necticut's Legislature will assembly at Hartford 
on Jan. 6. The chances are that its deliberations 
will be confined to matters that are unim- 
portant so far as the State at large is 
concerned. Some things, however, which mean 
a great deal to New-Haven will have to be dis 
cussed and decided. One of the first subjects 
which the legislators will have to encounter in 
order fairly to earn their ealary of $300 will be 
a& petition of the Taxpayers’ Association of 


New-Haven, an_ organization which has 
after much hard labor secured some re- 
ductions in the expenses of the local govern- 
ment. Its members now ask for a consolidation 
of the town and city, for whose administration 
New-Haven now has a double set of official 
heagis. There is the city, and there is the town. 
Out of the 75,000 population of the latter 95 per 
cent. live within the city limits, and 95 per cent. of 
the taxable propety is found within the same 
boundaries. The city has its Mayor and other 
offivers, its boards and commissions, while the 
town rejoices in its own Clerk, Treasurer, and 
Selectmen. Long practice has enabled all these 
functionaries to keep out of each other's 
way. The citizen who becomes hard u 
applies to the town agent for relief, 
earns @ trifie, possibly spends it for liquor, falis 
into the clutches of the city’s police, is sen- 
tenced in the city’s court, works out his fine at 
the county ems and then drifts back to make 
another application to the town, and very likely 
closes his careef in the almshouse, which is un- 
der the contro! of the town. 

When an election is at hand polling places are 
selected by the city’s Police Commissioners and 
paid for hy the town’s Selectmen. When a 
house in the annex (the part of the town out- 
side the city limits) burns down the city’s Fire 
Department can be called to the scene at a cort 
of $50 an hour. This may have its advantages 
but the Taxpayers’ Association is unable to see 
them. Another institution to which objection 
is made is the town ——. New-Haven, in 
spite of its size, still indul n that rural lux- 
ury. One of these gatherings is usually attend- 
ed by from 200 to voters, who legislate so suc- 
cessfully that the Taxpayers’ Le e credits 
themwith carefully building upan annual deficit 
of $20,000. All these things have been duly set 
rorth in the petitions and other documents whose 
consideration will go far toward entitling tho 
legislators to their salaries this Winter. It is very 
probable, too, that the General Assembly will bo 
asked to settle the question of whether New- 
Haven’s Mayor shall be given any real power, for 
heis now deprived of most of the privileges 
and rights of his office. The evils of partisan- 
ship boards have been so perpetuated that any 
———- with political correlatives means a 

eadlock in the carefully chosen commissions 
appointed by the Aldermen, lit was one of 
these non-partisan boards—that of police— 
which stood three to three for some months 
while the force of policemen remained without 
an official head, Finally the Commissioners 
settled the difficulty by electing one of their own 
number to the place. There ig a movement on 
foot here to secure a change in the charter that 
will give the Mayor the appointing power, make 
him a responsible head of the city Government, 
and not the holder of a position with nothing 
but empty honorsand a salary attached. 

There has been a curious story afloat about 
this new Legislature. Everybody in the State 
knows that the Republican majority is not as 
large as it was a year ago, buteverybody is aware 
that the party still has control. Just the last 
élections the Knights of Labor, who had attracted 
a good deal of attention in the Naugatuck Valley, 
were credited with securing one geat in the 
House. Since then some of the wiseacres have 
made up their minds that the Knights will hold 
the balanoe of power by virtue of their intiluence 
over some of the men elected on other tickets. 
Undoubtedly more than usual attention will 
be paid to labor questions by this Legislature, 
but it is hardly credible that any political organ- 
ization other than the two big parties will have 
any real power in the Assembly. If the stories 
about the influence of the Knights mean any- 
thing, it is that the Democratic leaderg are 
on some atill hunt and want just some 
rumors to attract attention from their do- 
ings. The truth of the matter is that this Legis- 
lature is but aside show as compared with the 
next which will choose a successor to Senator 
Hawley. William H. Barnum is popularly sup- 
posed to be very much interested in Gen. Hawley’s 
shoes, for he hopes to be their next wearer. So 
this Knights of Labor agitation is traved to the 
Democratic statesman by a good many people 
who take an interest in State politics. If Mr. 
Barnum is anxious to be regarded as a great man 
he should be happy.

ALICE GILLSON’S PRECIPITATE FLIGHT FROM 
HUSBAND, HOME, AND DOG. 

NEwsurG, N. Y., Dec. 22.—For the first 
time since her arrival at the Newburg Alms- 
house Mrs. Alice Gillson, the mysterious and 
beautiful stranger, told her story toa Trims re- 
porter to-day. She was born in Philadelphia 18 
years ago of wealthy parents, When she was 
2 years old her father and mother parted, she 
continuing to live with her mother, who after- 
ward became poor. Alice had received a thor- 
ough education at a Boston boarding school, 
and upon her return home grievously offended 
her mother by declining to marry Frederick 
Kislinger, a wealthy young German milk 
dealer in that city. She left home in 
consequence, and drifted to New-York, where 
she entered an “pmoopal training school to do 
mission work. Disliking this, Alice accepted an 
offer to go to Lake Station, near Warwick, with 
Mrs. John Clarke, to actin the capacity of sery- 
ant and companion for that lady at her farm- 
house homs, In August last she met: and after 
a very brief courtship marriedj Alfred Gillson, a 
middle-aged farmer, Alice states that she did 
not love her husband, but merely married him 
to obtain a good home and escape the drudgery 
of housework. 

The pair appear to have been ill-mated, for the 
young woman states that upon one occasion 
Alfred struck her and that she could never for- 
give him for striking a woman, and that woman 
his wife, whom he had sworn to love, honor, and 
protect. A big, ferocious aoe. kept by Gillson 
was another source of trouble to the young 
wife. She took a great disliketo him on account 
of his stealing food in the house and snapping 
and snarling at her. Alice repeatedly asked 
her husband to send the dog away. 
Upon his refusal to do sg0 she _ left 
home in a pet, glad to get away from such an 
inconsiderate and unappreciative husband and 
unpleasant home. Alice, whose refinement and 
good education are unquestioned, fled to the 
almshouse for shelter at once, where she is being 
well taken care of pending the arrival of friends, 
who, it is hoped, willsoon come for and rescue 


her, 

She admits having had an attack of brain fever 
ashort time ago, and the impression exists that 
itGleft her. with an impaired mind. She will not 
tell the name or address of her mother, and de- 
sires that no one shall come to the almshouse to 
take her away. Hercase is a more than ordi- 
narily sad one.

THE RACE PROBLEM. 

The race problem, as exemplified by the 
condition of the negro at the South, was dis- 
cussed at length in a lecture by ex-Senator B. K. 
Bruce, of Mississippi, in the hall of the Long 
Island Historical Society, Brooklyn, last even- 


ing. Two things, Mr. Bruce said, were demon- 
strated in the history of the colored race since 
the emancipation. One was that the negro was 
capable of being civilized, and the other that 
the principle of pavers was false. “It was said 
that when freed,” continued Mr. Bruce, “the 
race would be indolent, licentious, and a burden 
to society. That propaeey has never been ful- 

lled. They have done much already to secure 

omes of domestic comfort, and their constant 
effort is to make these homes attractive to their 
children.” 

“The capacity of the colored people for self 
government,” said Mr. Bruce in conclusion, ‘is 
undoubted. Those who once questioned the 
wisdom of enfranchising the negro are now won- 
dering at -hisadvancement. His freedom came 
at the right time and in the right wer. He 
himself helped greatly to win life, liberty, 
and freedom of worship. He has become a voter 
by practice. He isa good partisan, and adheres 
naturally to the party which was most active in 
securing his emancipation. The black votes 
upon the question “ is personal rights, and his 
party relations have been governed by that con- 
sideration. He is ever ready to respond to any 
legitimate demand, and when the country calls 
upon him for defense his strong arm shall be 
stretched forth in aid of the Republic, whether 
menaced by foreign or domestic foes.”

THE BURIED COAL MINERS 


a 
NO POSSIBLE CHANCE OF THEIR 
RECOVERY ALIVE. 

THE TERRIBLE EFFECTS OF THE NANTICOKE 
DISASTER—THE BODIES TO BE RECOV- 
ERED AT ANY COST OF TIME AND MONEY. 

NAnNTICcOKE, Penn., Dec. 22.—The early 
morning consultation of the officials of the Sus 
quehanna Coal Company with some of its most 
practical and skilled miners, and the conclusion 
they arrived at that there was no longer any 
hope of rescuing the imprisoned miners alive, in 
fact that the circumstances surrounding the 
fated colliers were such that they were already 
Past all human assistance, hadan effect upon 
the community that will remain for many days, 
and willnot be obliterated until the bodies of 
the 25 men buried away off in the aark pit, 300 
feet below the surface and 6,000 feet from the 
nearest outlet, shall have been recovered. Since 
1877, this accident has been more fatal in its re- 
sults and more costly in its details than any 
other which has been recorded. Asif in sym- 
pathy with the community in its great hour of 
affliction, the heavens have been deeply over- 
shadowed the entire day. There were no rays of 
sunshine to bring light and warmth to the 
stricken households, not one gleam of hope to 
sorrow-stricken wives, mothers, and fathers. 

On every hand an intense and painful feeling 
prevails. It extends throughout the entire coal 
district up and down the length of the Susque- 
hanna Valley, and has even penetrated into the 
precincts of the homeof the State Executive, 
whose solicitude for the safety of the impris- 
oned men and boys was made apparent in a dis- 
patch to Superintendent Morgan at5 o’clock last 
evening, asking about their welfare, and to 
which the reply was made that ascore of the 
men wouldin all probability be rescued alive. 
An hour and a half later camethe fearful de- 
struction which practically sealed their doom 
and blasted all hopes of their rescue. The rush 
of the cave-in down the incline was terrific. It 
forced the men working in the rescue gang to 
fiy for their lives. In their eagerness to secure a 
place of safety they dropped their tools, and 
while fleeing up the long, narrow, and low tun- 
nel they cast off their coats and vests in order to 
attain still greater speed. Ail the work of the 
three days previous was destroyed. 

The deluge of water, sand, and culm pene- 
trated even further into the tunneled gangway 
than did that of Friday. Again werethe airways 
closed, and the last chance of rescuing the pris- 
oners was destroyed. The expectancy of aged 
fathers and mothers was rudely broken and 
the last hopes of loving wives were torn into 
shreds. No longer was it possible to offer con- 
solation to the faltering hearts, andthe pent up 
emotions of the past four days yielded to the 
most bitter lamentation and distress. Aged 
parents are almost wrecked by the suffering 
they have endured. One mother lost two sons 
by the catastrophe—the Sarver boys. To-mor- 
row afternoon she follows to the grave the 
remains of an only daughter, who died on 
Saturday. Her agea form totters as she at- 
tends her daily duties, and she, too, feels 
that her stay is short. Aboutthe air shaft to- 
day walked ammlessly about during the entire 
morning an aged man and his wife, the father 
and mother of the three Kivler boys, who were 
swallowed up in the deluge. Sorrow-stricken 
and heart-broken, they excite the sympathy of 
all. And so with other families who are bereaved 
by the accident. Two other lives have been 
added to those reported heretofore—two Poland- 
ers, both miners, named John Drajnaand Mi- 
chael Adamoschick. They both leave families. 

The company officials here decided at a con- 
sultation to-day to at once begin anew the work 
of opening up the mine, and will enter again 
into the same ganeway that last night was filled 
in. This, it is believed, will be the cheapest 
and the quickest way by which to enter 
the breasts and recover the bodies of 
the buried miners. All other works of the com- 
pany here and at Morgantown, which have been 
idle since the day of the calamity at a daily loss 
of $6,000 in Wwages,will be started to-morrow, 
special orders to that effect being posted about 
town to-night by messengers. The expense of 
the fruitless task of opening up the gangway 
tunnel to relisve the imprisonea men was $600 
each day. Superintendent Morgan says that 
everybody entombed in the colliery will be taken 
out and restored to friends,no matter what 
the cost, nor how long it will require. The 
work, however, is to begin in the morning with 
gangs of the best picked workmen engaged. The 
dreaded “* black damp” which finvaded the gang- 
way has been removed.

SOR; RS 
OAPT. STEPHEN*ROE. 

Capt. Stephen. Romer*Roe, who.died yes- 
terday-at his residence, No. 40 Fifth-avenue, was 
in his time one of the most widely known and 
popular of the steamboat Captains upon the 
Hudson River. He was born in Ulster County 
on Aug. 15, 1808, and froth his early boyhood had 
an inclination fora steamboat life. After thé 
usual experience, serving in all capacities upon 
several of the noted boats of the period, he was 
selected on account of his skilland prudence as 
Captain of the De Witt Clinton, at that time the 
Jeading boat engaged in the trade between New- 
York and Albany. This position he reached be- 
fore he attained the age of 27. After a success- 
ful career upon the Clinton he was transferred 
to the Empire, of Troy, and later to the Iron 
Witch, which was the first iron-hulled steamer 
ever built in these waters. This vessel proving 
a failure, he was made Captain of the famous 
New World, which was finished just after the 
failure of the Iron W&cb. As Captain of the 
New World, whioh for years enjoyed the repu- 
tation of being the finest and fastest boat ever 
built, he added to his already great popularity, 
and ares his connection with the noted crait 
had in his charge at some time nearly every 
prominent man in the United States. In 1849 he 
determined to retire from the river, and was in+« 
duced to take charge of the West Point Hotel 
situated within the Academic grounds, and 
which during his subsequent career became 
known all over the world as Hoe’s Hotel. 


He conducted the hotel business with 
ereat success, and w very ent 
with the army officers and other public men. 


Among those with whom he was closely intimate 
was Gov. William H. Seward, who, to mark his 
confidence and regard for the Captain, appointed 
him first as an aide upon his staff, and subse- 
quently made him Inspector-General of the 
State. In 1867 Mr. Roe retired from the manage- 
ment of the notel and from all business. He is 
survived by his wife and one son, Lieut. Charles 
F. Roe, Adjutant of the Second Oavalry. He 
was during his residénce in New-York a member 
of the Protestant Hpiscopal Church of the Trans- 
figuration, the Reotor of which, the Rev. Dr. 

oughton, will officiate at the funeral services. 
The time of the funeral has not yet been fixed, 
owing to the desire of the family to carry out 
his wish to be buried at the Weat Point Cemetéry. 
This requires the consént of the War Depart. 
ment, to which the necessary application has al- 
ready beeh made.

FRANGOIS LABROUSTE. 
Frangois Marie Théodore Labrouste, the 
celebrated French architect, whose death is re- 
ported by cable, was born at Paris Maroh 21, 
1799. He completed his studies at the College of 
Sainte-Barbe, and upon his graduation entered 
the studios of Vandoyer and Hippolyte Léebos,fol- 
lowing at the same time the course in the School 
of Fine Arts. He carried off the grand prize for 
architecture in 1827, taking for his subject, “ A 
Museum of Natural History.” While attached 
to the Vella of the Medicis he sent plans of the 
Temple of Vesta, at Tivoli; the Etruscan tombs 
of Corneto, and of the Temple of Hercules, 
which were subsequently chosen by the 
commission of the French Institute for exhibi- 
tion at the Universai Exposition of 1855. on 
his return to Paris in 1883 he was engaged in 
rivate work, and some years later undertook 
be construction of the new buildings of the 
ollege of Sainte-Barbe on the plaza of the 
antheon. Among the other numerous works 
which he superintended, the most celebrated is 
that called “Tne Solar Dial,’”’ in the Rue de 
Rivoli, which was completed in 1854. He was 
subsequently nominated to the position of Goy- 
ernment Architect, fililing also a post in the 


‘College of Sainte-Barbe, and was also a member 


of the jury of the School of Fine Arts. In 1855 
he was decorated with the cross of the Legion 
of Honor, and was promoted to the dignity of 
au Officer in the corps Aug. 14, 1869.

GILLEN - DECLARED WINNER, WHILE HIS 
OPPONENT BEATS THE RECORD. 
The artist Who made the record opened 


_2,500 bivalves in 2h. 87m. This record was beaten 


out of sight at Turn Hall last night by John 
Gillen, of this city, and Frank Barrett, of 
Norfolk, Va. The former opened 2,300 oysters 
in 2h. 18m. 19%s., and Barrett opened 2,500 in 2h. 
28m. 8934s. Some time ago Barrett offered Gillen 
a handicap of 206 in 2,500 oysters, and bet $100 on 
the result. When the stage curtain at Turn, 
Hall was'raised at 9 o’clock last night a novel 
scene was disclosed. Stackedinthe background, 
in two piles were 40 baskets of oysters. In tho 
foreground were two oyster striking blocks and 
in front of each of them were two big tin pails. 


The crowd in the hall stood up and cheered 
when the contestants marched upon the stage, 
Barrett was short and stout. Ih his blue 
checked jumper, black cap, and high rubber 
boots he looked the typical oyster opener. Gul- 
len was talland Jank. He might in olden times 
have passed for a pirate. 

At 9:15 they sat down on their respective stools 
and threw their legs affectionately ot, piles of 
oysters containing each. Barrett termed 
the sculler.. He opened his oysters by striking 
them on the edge with a hammer and then stick- 
ing into the interstice a sharp bladed knife,which 
was attached to the hammer. Gillen used the 
regular long-biadéd knife of the New-York 
oyster opener. At the word “Go,” both men 
grabbed an oyster. Gillen opened six oysters 
while Barrett opened five. Gillen’s friends were 
jubilant. but quiet. Barrett’s supporters were 
filled with suppressed glee when they saw 
him open 25 to Gillen’s 19. His hammer 
fell with marvelous ino & The rod 
of the knife quickly followed. The shells 
parted and fiew into a basket, while the oyster, 
propelled by an almost imperceptible move- 
ment of the right wrist, shot itito the tin 
pail. The air in his vicinity was full of 
A shells and oysters. In 10 minutes 
his basket was full of shells. Meanwhile 
Gillen was working hard. At times his 
work was ustonishing)y swift, but at others he 
was nervous and struck several blows before the 
bivalve would respond. Barrett opened his first 
600 in 28m. 638s. eh opened thé same number 
in 82m. lls. Barrett had gained 62 oysters in 600 
on his opponent, 

The crowd kept wonderfully quiet until near 
the finish. Itsat down while the first 500 were 
opened, It stood i yey the opening of the 
second 600. When 1,500 had been opened by each 
man the crowd was standing on the chairs. 
It left the — chairs an moved in 
a i'body toward stage _ to yer a 
the finish. Barrett was 96 ahead at the end o 
the first thousand. At 1,500 Gillen was 125 bes 
hind. Just as Gillen was finishing his fourth 500 
his judge, Aleck razer, Jr., dumped his 
last basket of oysters on top of the un- 
finished pile. As each man was to dump his 
own oysters, SBarrett’s friends, who were 
inthe minority, howled with dismay. It pre- 
vented them, also, from knowing how Barrett 
stood. Frazer was compelled to put the oys- 
ters back in the basket, but the damage 
had been done, This ciréumstance gaye the 
affair a tricky look, and led many to ex- 
press the opinion that the victory was Gillen’s 
befor he started. The men’s time was taken at 
the finish of each 600. Barrett opened 500 in 28m. 
68s.; 1,000 in 57m. 488; 1,500 in Ih. 26m. 54s.; 2,000 
in Ih. 35m. 18s.; 2,600 in 2h. 23m. 8934s, Gillen 
opened 500 in 82m. lls.: 1,000 in 1h. 8m. 16s.;

BURIED AN HOUR AND A HALF. 





THREE MEN DUG FROM A SAND HILL CON- 
SCIOUS BUT BADLY INJURED. 

CLEVELAND, Dee. 22.—For sevetal days 
Pierre Laure, a teamster, of the Eighteenth 
Ward, and several men have been hauling sand 
from a huge sand hill on Ackley-avenue. They 
had removed a large quantity from the base of 
the hill, and a large cavern had been hollowed 
out. This morning about 6:30 o'clock Laure and 
two of his men were standing upon the over- 
hanging portion of the bank when it gave 
way, carrying them with it and burying 


them all out of sight. Another employe 
witnessed the catastrophe and hastily sum- 
moned the residents of the vicinity. Shovels, 
hoes,and spades were soon in the hands of a score 
of those who first arrived, but it was not until 
half an hour’s vigorous work had been done that 
the rescuers met with any success. Laure was 
the first of the unfortunates to be found. He 
was lying upon his face unconscious. The blood 
was oozing froma bad cut in the back of his 
head and his left log was utes up under him, 
Upon examination it was found that he had also 
sustained a broken leg and a slight fracture of 
theskull. Meanwhile the work of digging was 
actively continued upon the sand hill. A large 
crowd of excited people gathered in the vicinity, 
a men were placed at work carting away the 
sand, 

At 8 o’olock. the foot of oneof the men was 
found. but the sand had become so compressed 
around him that it was found necessary to clear 
it away by hand for fear of injuring him with 
tools. He also was lying on his face. He was 
still alive, but he was moore so seriously in- 
ternally that it is feared he cannot live. 
His nose was broken and his left arm was dislo- 
cated at the wrist. A few feet from where he 
was found the workmen discovered the other 
man. His head was near the outside portion of 
the bank, and he was still conscious. His face 
and head were badly cut, and his left leg was 
broken near the knee. He was the least dan- 
gerously injured of the three, although he had 
lain beneath the “‘siide’’ for nearly one anda 
half hours. After the last man was taken from 
the bank and it was announced that none of the 
men were dead a loud cheer went up from the 
rescuers.

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ENGLISH PAINTERS IN OIL 


FEATURES OF THE INSTITUTE -:EX-. 


HIBITION IN LONDON. 
SEW PICTURES OF MARKED EXCELLENOE— 
“(THE HONORS CARRIED OFF BY F. D. 
MILLET, THE AMERIOAN ARTIST. 
Lowpow, Nov. 5.—Although but an in- 
fant in the matter of years, the Institute 
of Painters in Oil Colors has already as- 
sumed an important position in the world 
of art, and its annual Winter exhibition of 
the works of modern painters isthe largest 
and most prominent of the season. To ap- 
pear upon tts walls is a mark of conse- 
quence eagerly sought after, as may be 
shown by the fact that this year the Coun- 
cil rejected 5,000 canvases sent for admis- 
sion, and that outside of this number 787 
are hung in the three spacious galleries. 
The Grosvenor confining, as it does, its 
Winter exhibition to the collected works 
of one artist and the Royal Academy being 
devoted to old masters, the Institute re- 
mains the only publio gallery open to the 
painters of the day, who outside of this 
have no other alternative of displaying 
their work than the private art rooms of 
the dealers—a method that entails much 
expense and personallabor upon the ex-~ 
hibitor. 
lt may be said at once that the Institute 
exhibition of this year is of fair average 
and interest, not so good as that of last 
season, and falling somewhat short of its 
promising opening in 1883, but this is ac- 
counted for in many ways, and while there 
are fewer piotures of great excellence, 
there are many ofsterling worth, and many 
more that mark the steady progress of the 
younger artists of the day. Several well 
known names are missed in the present 
catalogue, names that cannot] be spared 
without leaving a feeling of loss behind 
them. Ofsuch are the Tademas, and Ran- 
dolph Caldecott, who is visiting our South- 
ern States in search of health, and with a 
view to utilizing the negro elements in his 
next productions. I would suggest to 
Mr. Caldecott that he study the dialect 
songs of ‘‘ Uncle Remus,” and Mr. Cable’s 
Creole characters. To a mind so fertile 


and apencil so facile as his they would 
open an unexplored mine of instruction 
and amusement. 

It is conceded by all that the honors of 
the Institute are carried off this year by 
our American artist, Mr. F. D. Millet. The 
career of this young painter has been 
watched with much interest by all patrons 
of art, and so far success seems only to 
have stimulated him to greater efforts and 
results. Side by side with his name rises 
that of Mr. G. A. Abbey, another Ameri- 
can whose clever pictures are greatly 
missed in this year’s collection. Mr. Millet 
sends two pictures, ‘‘An Amanuensis” 
and ‘** The Granddaughter ;’’ both of these 
bear the red star, and Mr. Millet may con- 
gratulate himself jthat in these ‘hard 
times’’ he has found immediate purchasers. 
The ‘‘ Amanuensis” is of the genre order 
of picture and appeals at once to the 
most refined and fastidious taste. Mr. 
Millet shows from whence he has taken 
his locale, for only in Broadway, near 
Stratford-on-Avon, can such an old-fash- 
jioned paneled room be found as that in 
which he places his life-like characters. 
The scene is an interior, and shows us a 
low-ceilinged apartment, made dark and 
sombre by the entourage of black Eng- 
lish oak that forms the walls and floor, 
for out of the shadows gleam in a fitful 
way the tarnished frames of console 
glasses with girondelles below, and one or 
two old portraits frown down on the oo- 
cupants. These are two, a jovial 
old gentleman and a most charming 
young lady. The former is seated in 
a high-backed spindle-legged chair, 
drawn up beside the fire, his feet in 
thin, meat buckled shoes and his 
shapely legs in white stockings and 
yellow knee breeches, stretched out be- 
fore him on a tiger skin rug, in which the 
prevailing tones are yellow and brown. 
He is nattily dressed in a full skirted coat 
of snuff color, voluminous linen sleeves, 
showing below the coat cuff; a long fall- 
ing linen neokerchief, and his head 
swathed in a white cotton nightcap, 
pointed and tasseled; he is smoking a long 
clay pine, familiarly known as a “church 
warden,” and smiles benignantly upon 
the fair girl who — his commands; in 
his other hand he holds a pair of heavy 
gold-bowed spectacles. At an eld-fash- 
1oned escritoire on the other side of the 
fireplace a young lady is seated, with her 
back to the spectator.¢She is dressed 
in white, but on the limes of a 
hundred years ago, her fair hair is piled 
fiigh upon her head and filleted with a 
plue ribbon; her face is turned toward 
the old gentleman, but not sufficiently for 
us to catch its outline. But what need is 
there of that? Do we not know the sweet 
manner of it? The arched brows, the 
broad, low forehead, the short chin, the 
serious eyes, and the mutinous mouth; it 
is all there; we have known and loved it 
long; itis but the caprice of the moment 
that keeps it hidden from us. She is lean- 
ing on one elbow, and has brought her 
pretty arm and slender hand to the back 
of her throat, her fingers still holding the 
quill pen, which' rests in a most aggra- 
vating and suggestive way close to 
the little sunny rings of § ourls 
that stray down her slim _ neck. 
The technique of the work is strong and 
firm, the coloring harmonious and justly 
balanced; the details have received infi- 
nite attention,as,for example, the paintin 
of the girl’s dress, the tip of the feathere 
quill, the litter of tletters, blue and white, 
thrown upon the floor; while the ease and 

ose of the little group leave nothing to 

edesired. To quote froma well known 
English art critic, ‘‘ This example of his 
{Mr. Millet’s] talent places him high among 
first-class painters. Like his country- 
man, Mr. Abbey, he loves whatever is an- 
tiquated, remote from the bustle of to-day 
and touched with the quiet of the eight- 
eenth century, and whether he lays his 
scenes in New-England or in the old 
home, he succeeds in reproducing with 
signal faithfulness the tone and spirit of 
three generations ago.” 

Less pleasing in subject, but equally 
clever in treatment, ishis larger exhibit, 
which hangs in the central gallery. This, 
too, isaninterior, the walls wainscotted 
and painted white. An invalid girl rests 
upon a long old-fashioned couch, and to 
her enters an old man. who is in the act 
of opening the door. Suffering is never 
pleasant to contemplate, and the thin 
wasted face of the girl asshe half rises to 
greet her grandfather is full of pain and 
sorrow. Here, again, Mr. Millet has shown 
great care of appropriate detail. and his 
painting of the floor, the furniture, the 
two black silhouettes that hang above the 
couch, the texture of the shaw] laid over 
the invalid, and the dark figure of the old 
man thrown into relief against the out- 
side atmosphere, all bespeak study and 
thought. In this example the tones are 
all kept low and subdued, giving some- 
what the effect of aminor moti in music. 

in speaking of Mr. Millet, it is impossible 
not to place beside him, and on equal 
ground, Mr. Seymour Lucas, whose most 
delightful little canvas, ‘Old Cronies,” 
shares the honors with ‘‘An Amanuen- 
sis.’ [I had occasion in a former letter 
to mention Mr. Lucas’s ‘‘ Metal More At- 
tractive,’’ new at Arthur Tooth’s galleries; 
it is to be regretted that owing to this 
minor exhibition we have but one work 
from him at the institute, but that one is 
replete with his especially vigorous and 
vivid treatment. This, too, bears the red 
star. The “Old Cronies’ area mananda 
parrot—a chevalier @industrie, to judge 
by the jolly, reckless face, travel-stained 
leather buskins and red cloak that are the 
mest important features of his toilet. He 
is seated on a wooden bench, with a mug 
of beer beside him, while opposite, chained 
to its crosspole, is a gaudy parrot of more 
than ordinary wickedness and depth of 
character. With rufiied feathers of green 
aud red, he answers jibe and jest thrown 
at him by his eld companion in words, and 
as you turn from them 1t is with aconvinc- 
ing assurance that the bird will get the 
best of it in the end. 

We find in the exhibition two seascapes, 
pure and simple, that demand attention, 
and here again an American artist wins 
the day, theugh his rival, Mr. Arthur Sev- 
ern, runs him close. Both canvases bear 
similar names, Mr. Severn's belag “ 
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ing Waves,” Mr, Alexander Harrison more 


tersely calling his “A Wave.” For some 
little time back Mr. Harrison has been 
much in yogue in Paris, though if I mis- 
take not this is his first exhibited work in 
England. Mr. Harrison is another exam- 
le of that artist colony in Paris, which 
s now largely recruited by our young 
painters, who find there a more congenial 
atmosphere and a greater freedom from 
conventional restraint in atelier life, while 
ever before them looms the possibilities of 
the Salon, after which tour de force the 
Royal Academy follows as a_ natural 
sequence. Such have been Mr. Sargeant, 
Mr. Harper Pennington, Mr. Mitchell, and 
now Mr. Harrison, all of whom won their 
first artistic spurs from the hands of the 
French Academy. 

In Mr. Harrison’s ‘‘Wave” we have a 
replica on a smaller scale of his Salon 
pues of last May, that remarkable ex- 

ibit measuring some 9 feet in length. 
The reflected lights in this picture call 
for special praise, as does also the peou!l- 
iarly transparent effect of the great 
green wave that has reached its full 
height, and hangs wavering ere 1t bows 
its crest and breaks into curling foam. 
In Mr. Severn’s example the waves have 
already broken, and in his masterly touch 
we find nothing lacking. The former is 
the more difficult subject, and _ presents 
more difficulties to the artist. ater in 
motion is easier rendered than water held, 
so to speak, in suspension, and it is just 
here that Mr. Harrison comes out victori- 
ous. 

Mr. Arthur Hacker, another familiar 
American name, sends two exhibits, nei- 
ther of which is quite up to his usual 
standard. Of these ‘‘Gone” is the most 
pleasing, a figure picture depicting an 
every-day incident in an every-day life. 
The pose is that of a girl in gray who 
stands in the foreground with clasped 
hands and an expression of unbelief and 
despair on her face; in the background 
sits an old woman who looks at her 
shrewdly and without sympathy; some 
yellow fiowers lie on a chair. His second 
and larger canvas, entitled ‘‘ A Difficulty,” 
is even more mannered and commonplace. 
Mr. Hacker is too promising an artist to 
fall back just as he has reached “ the 
turning of the ways,” aud those who ap- 
preciate his talent look for better things 
from his hand. 

In this same room hangs an exceedingly 
good exhibit sent by Mr. T. B. Kenning- 
ton, whose work for the past three years 
has found well-earned commendation. 
This picture is called ‘** Poverty,’’ and was 
much admired in the last Salon. Two 
little wayfarers, waifs in the world, are 
sitting on. the ground; the elder, a girl, is 
leaning back wearily against a wall; her 
eyes are closed from sheer fatigue; her 
pinched, wan face is in full relief; her 
body, with its shrunken arms and legs, 
droops with the weight of want. Beside 
her, his head resting on her lap, is a 
pretty boy, who looks almost hearty 
when compared’ with his sister. The 
picture tells its own tale. She suf- 
fers doubly for him, and hides her 
hunger, her wretchedness and misery 
that he may have the lion’s share of the 
scanty food that kind charity bestows 
upon them. The work in the flesh tones 
is good and conscientious, so, too, is the 
painting of the rags of clothing that cover 
them. Not far from this is Mr. Everton 
Sainsbury’s last work. ‘*Their Eden” isa 
happy illustration of the lamented and 
talented young artist’s happy metier. 

A clever canvas is Mr. Herbert Dalziel’s 
‘*Men Must Work,’’ and worthy of a bet- 
ter position. The artist has shown much 
skill in the white, calm water, as it lies 
almost without a ripple, and in the fleet of 
black fishing boats that under lugsail are 
making for home, Falmouth probably, at 
the close of a successful taking. 

Below this hangs Mr. John Reid’s ‘‘ Wind- 
mills,’’ which is one of the favorites of the 
exhibition. Walter Langley’s ‘‘ Sunny 
South” and George Elgood’s ‘ Moated 
Grange” are both average examples of 
their brush. A 

A clever picture, if somewhat too am- 
bitious in size and hard in handling, is Miss 
Jane M. Vealy’s ‘‘ A Dutch Bargain.’ Miss 
Dealy adds the following verse as a motto: 


‘**In matters of commerce, 

The fault of the Dutch; 
They give too little 
And take too much.” 
and she ‘‘ points the moral” by showing 
us two little Dutch baby girls in ridicu- 
lous blue Holland frocks, black petticoats, 
wooden sabots, and the quaintest lace 
caps, with gold side pins. The oldest of 
these two little merchants has taken from 
her companion a doliy of superior build 
and equipment, in exchange for which 
she thrusts upon her an old and forlorn 
wooden specimen, which the baby mite 
views askance, and with wary eye seeks 
her own dear treasure, now held firmly 
behind her little friend’s back. ‘‘ Posses- 
sien being nine-tenths of the law,”’ itis not 
likely that the baby frau will ever again 
behold her precious toy. It is a bright 
picture, and deserves its lucky place upon 
the line. 

Mr. Keeley Halswelle, always delightful, 
is particularly so in his ‘‘Sunny Hours.”’ 
In this canvas Mr. Halswelle has deserted 
his usual rivers and water lilies and be- 
taken himself to landscape. But the 
magic touch 1s still there. We find itin 
the roll and sweep of the fresh green 
meadow, in the grand outlines of the 
group of trees, gnarled and old; in the 
sheep resting beneath their gratefui shel- 
ter, and in the blue of the Summer sky 
and floating clouds overhead. Mr. Hals- 
welle loves nature, and she in return opens 
to him her fairest moods. 

In this room also is Mr. Frank Topham’s 
large exhibit, ‘‘Seeking Counsel.’ The 
appellation is not satisfactory, as it tails to 
explain the subject. Mr. Topham’s pict- 
ure represents a Spanish courtyard, with 
u fountain as a central object; about this 
are | ng ete several figures, with the 
familiar ‘padre in their midst, who holds 
an open letter, and is apparently listening 
to some explanation regarding it. So far 
all is clear: but why should the young 
girl who is sitting at some little distance, 
on the steps of the fountain, wear so 
distressed and apprehensive an expres- 
sion? She is the most prominent fig- 
ure in the composition, and her atti- 
tude of fatigue is well contrasted with 
the eager, restless look oon _ her 
face, but all the same she does not explain 
herself. Her dress of pale pink and crjm- 
son, the handkerchief of bright green that 
covers her head, and beneath which flash 
out her dark eyes, are all capital bits of 
realistic | yoween 80, too, is the large flat 
basket of vegetables at her feet, and the 
long flight of stairs leading up to the door 
on the right. 

Mr. Caton Woodville besides his two 
exhibits of characteristic war scenes, 
‘*Broken Faith’ and “An Advance 
Guard,” sends another exhibit quite out 
of his ordinary vein. To this canvas he 
has given no name, but quotes at some 
length the well known lines from ‘* Childe 
Harold,’’ where 

“In marble-paved pavilion 
Ali reclined, a man of war and woes.” 


The latest victim of this voluptuary, whose 
aged face almost belies ‘‘the deeds that 
lurk beneath and stain him with dis- 
grace,’’ is half sitting, half crouching be- 
side * the spring of living water that from 
the centre rose.” Her beautiful form is 
lightly draped in diaphanous textures, her 
arms are hung with jewels, luxury and 
wealth surround her, but on her face isa 
look of sullen, angry loathing. She isa 
slave, bought by Ali, and she MBean only 
too weil the sequel of her fate. Beyond 
her reposes her master on a silken divan, 
richly clothed and beaming with sensual 
triumph. it is not a pleasant subject, but 
Mr. Woodville has given it an unconscious 
realism, from which a moral deduction is 
easily drawn. 

In the central gallery are two charming 
little landscapes by Thomas Collier, as 
dainty and as delicate as nature herself, 
and between them hangs Mr. J. R. Water- 
house’s first work since his election as an 
Associate Royal Academician. He calis it 
** Gossip,”’ and represents a familiar Vene- 
tian scene in @ courtyard, one contadina 
sitting on a chair, with her lower mem- 
bers, in the horizontal position generally 
accredited to the typical American, re- 
posing on another infront of her. From 
a window above a second head is thrust 
out, and between the twoitis evident a 
rapid fire of question and answer is going 
on. It is alight little sketoh, very fuli of 
Venetian humor, and, if just a little vul- 
gar, still a relief after the heavy, dull work 
of so many others. 

On this wall also hangs Mr. David Carr s 
one exhibit, called *‘ Dreamland.” It has 
been my sincere pleasure to speak of Mr. 
Carr in several art: letters, and always 
with the conviction that year by year his 
work grew in strength and vigor. His 
figure subject this year is charming, one 
of those simple everyday scenes that go 
straight to the heart. A peor room, bare- 





ly furnished, a little fire in the gra 
Dlack kettle meee f on the hob, and drawn 
directly in front of it a tall chain, on which 
is seated a little maiden. Her arms are 
clasped about her knees, the little worn shoe 
hasslipped from one foot and hangs balan- 
cing on her toe, displaying a lib amount 
of stocking garnished with holes.

Mr. Carr is to be congratulated on the 
choice of his subject and on the dis y vets 
goed handling with which he has rende: 


There are several portraits in the exhi- 
bition, but I will only speak of one, Mr. 
Walter Goodman’s faithful representation 
of ‘“‘Mrs. Keeley at Fourscore Years.’ 
There are still many living who remember 
this distinguished actress when she took 
the world by storm in the character of 
Jack Sheppard. There never has been 
such another Jack, and the old Duke of 
Cambridge lingered long before this por- 
trait, recalling anecdotes of other days. 
Of her it was said that her ‘ avant plain 
face” was worth all other beautiful ones, 
while her success as a blind girl in 
a melodrama then much in vogue was 
unrivaled. Like the famous ‘‘ Dundreary 
limp,’’ her most fetching point was estab- 
lished through accident. In one of the 
scenes she appeared holding a hat in one 
hand, which, through nervousness, (if was 
a “first night,’’) she dropped upon the 
stage, and, as later on it was to play a 
a prominent part, she was obliged to re- 
cover it. Without moving a muscle of 
her face, without the flicker of an eye- 
lash, she stooped down, keeping her head 
well up, and her wide-open sightless eyes 
fixed on the audience, felt about the stage 
with wandering hands until she found it; 
slowly she took it up and slowly turned 
away. It was a veritable tour de force, and 
was regarded as the grand ccup of the 
evening. 

But the picture about which gathered 
the largest crowd and which attracted the 
most attention was the copartnership pro- 
duction of Mr. Walter ilson and Mr. 
Frank Walton, the Vice-President. It is 
called ‘‘The Start of the Season,” and 
represents the well known Four-in-Hand 
Club on its annual turnout in Hyde Park. 
Both artists are clever painters, and it is 
rather to be regretted that they should 
turn their abilities to the channel hitherto 
occupied by Mr. Frith. The canvas con- 
tains many portraits of the haut gomme, 
and as such proves of deep interest to the 
on-looker.

Inanopen barouche 
to the left is the Princess of Wales and 
her three daughters, while at the door 
stands the Duke of Connaught; to the 
left again are gathered the most attractive 
group; the Duchess of Teck, familiarly 
known as the ‘‘Queen’s double,’ the 
Duke of Cambridge and his equerry. 
Among others are Mr. and Mrs. Glad- 
stone and Lord Hartington, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill and his pretty wife, the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts and Ashmead 
Bartlett, Edmund Yates and old Robert 
Lowe, whose title every one forgets; 
Sir Frederick Leighton and Mr. Tyrwhitt, 
Henry Irving and Ellen Terry, she in a 
terra cotta costume and large pink para- 
sol; Mrs. Bernard Beere in blue, Mrs. 
Lingard in a ‘‘ Gainsborough” black hat, 
Bancroft with the inevitable eyeglass, and 
Grossmith contemplating the knob of his 
walking stick. As for the painting, it is 
brilliant and taking; but the artists have 
committed a grave solecism in plaving the 
Princess on the wrong side of her ——* 
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ENGLISH PRONUNCIATION. 


Lonpon, Dec. 12.—In the obituary notices 
which the death of the Duke of Somerset 
called forth last week a curious diversity 
in the spelling of the family name was 
noticeable. The old Duke, a plain, rough- 
tongued, unostenatious .man, spelled it 
Seymour; thenew Duke, who himself is 
75 years old, writes it St. Maur. And as 
the old brothers disagreed on this point so 
the nephews of the present Duke differ, 
for there is among them a Lord Algernon 
St. Maur and a Lord Kdward Seymour. 
When members of the family are them- 
selves of two opinionsit would be temerity 
indeed for a plebeian outsider to attempt 
to determine the right of the thing. Ap- 
parently the original name was Norman, 
and the family harks back toa William 
de St. Maur, who held lands in Mon- 
mouth under Henry III. But three 
generations afterward, in the time 
of Edward IIL, the head of the house 
wrote himself—if, indeed, he knew how 
to write at all—Roger Seymour. This 
name they bore with them when, in Tudor 
times, they emerged from obscurity by a 
lucky chance, gained court favor, fattened 
themselves on church lands, and finally, 
from the pinnacle of the Lord Protector- 
ship, gained the right to sniff at all the 
other families of England, barring only 
the Howards. Indeed, lam not sure that 
this exception ought to be made, for al- 
ea. the Dukes of Norfolk (1488) ante- 
dated the Dukes of Somerset by some 64 
years, it is well known that Howard is a 
corruption of the excessively common- 
place Saxon name Hogward, while now 
that Seymour is spelled St. Maur, there 
can be no manner of doubt about its Nor- 
man blue-bloodedness. Of course, it is 
true that vulgar tongues corrupted the 
name for something over five centuries, 
but, thank Heaven, it has been restored 
now, and we can all breathe easier. 

The name will continue, however, to be 
pronounced Seymour, just as St. John is 
called Sinjun and St. Leger is spoken Sil- 
linger. Alas! we did not all know this 
last until lately—at least the reporters in 
the Commens’s gallery didn’t—and when 
the aristocratic Marquis of Hartington 
spoke of the sorrespondents who had been 
killed in the Soudan, one of whom was 
named St. Leger, the papers next morning 
all had it Sillinger. But now that we know 
what fashion demands in the matter of 
orthoepy it shall never happen again. 

Some time [am going to make a whole 
book about the funny things in English 
preneneeicn- Everybody knows about 

ajoribanks being Marshbanks, and Chol- 
mondeley being Chumley, and Levison- 
Gower being Lewson-Gore. These are the 
stock samples familiar to all. Most peo- 
ple know, too, that the Norman names of 
Belvoir and Beauchamps are pronounced 
Beaver and Beecham, while the equally 
Norman name of Grosvenor retains its 
French sound. But these are enly sign- 
posts on the road to a general knowledge 
of the subject. When you get to know 
why Boughton is pronounced Bawton, 
while Houghton has the long o, why 
Wemyss should be Weems and Knollys 
should be Knowles, Ae will be getting on 
in the mastery of the subject. But there 
areno rules. Some words, like Pall Mall, 
which is pronounced Pell Mell, retain the 
sound of their foreign origin after they 
have lost its form. But, then, the word 
mall, meaniag path, is pronounced mal; 
and asthey both camefrom the old French 
game of Faille Maille, it may be seen that 
the Englishman disdains mere laws of an- 
alogy. He says Rumsted when herefers to 
Rothampstead, but he pronounces South- 
smpton out fully and clearly. In London, 
too, he has a dialect of his own. He says 
clark, but the rest of England says clerk. 
He turns all his long a’s into long i’s, saying 
dyly pyper instead of daily paper, but the 
country people donot. But, then, he says 
Hereford, while the natives of that shire 
call it Harford. ie

A: CURIOUS :‘ ADVERTISEMENT MR. 
POTTER PAID FOR. 

rTHE. SINGULAR METHODS: POTTER ; ADOPTED 

TO' SHOW HIS SOLICITUDE ’ FOR" THE- 

WELFARE OF THE PLUMES. 
The suit for libel brought by ' RobertgO.: 
Plume against Thomas Potter, the Jersey City 
‘contractor, went on yesterday before Judge 
Knapp, in the Hudson County Court House. It 
drew a large attendance, as on other days. Mrs. 
Plume occupied a.seat outside the bar with-two 
lady friends. Mr. Potter was close to the wit- 
ness stand beside his counsel, Mayor Collins. 
He seemed anxious all day to-evade Mrs. Plume's 
glance, and even while he was on the witness 
stand he-did not once look toward her. When 
she was called for a word in rebuttal he left his 
chair and went to another part of the room, and 
when the summing up began he went away. 
This conduct was in striking contrast to that of 
earlier days of the trial, when he seemed eager 
to catch Mrs. Piume’s eye. 

Stephen H. Tyng, Jr., of Boston, was called as 
a witness by the defense to show that Potter 
had pressed his claim against Plume merely to 
a hearing in court, and that there had been no 


formal trial. Mr. Tyng is a lawyer who was em~ 
ployed by Potter on that occasion. He detailed 
what happened in court during the hour that 
the case occupied. Potter, he said, produced 
his cashbook and a check for $100. Ths book 
showed an entry of $50. The Plume’s lawyer 
summed up, and the case dropped. Mr. Tyng 
retired from the witness stand, leaving the law- 
yers still of different opinions as to whether 
there had been a trial or a hearing, Potter’s law- 

ers holding to the latterclaim. 'l'bey wanted 
t toappear that Potter had been lenient and 
brought the oase into court reluctantly. Potter 
had said on the witness stand, Mr, Tyne remem- 
bered. that he would rather lose many times the 
amaunt involved than believe young Plume 
guilty of theft. Mr. Tyng understood the pro- 
ceeding to be merely in the nature of a prelim- 
inary examination. 

Mr. Potter then resumed the stand, and his 
cross-examination, which was begun last week, 
was continued. Mr. Borcherling showed him a 
note and an advertisement, the note dated March 
18, 1885, and asked him to identify them. Mr. 
Potter admitted having sent them to the editor 
of the Portland Oregonian. The copy. for the ad- 
vertisement directed a profusion o ay type 
and italics. The note inclosed $5, and the adver- 
tisement had an office mark, indicating that the 
money paid for 100 lines of the Uregonian. The 
advertisement read as follows: 

Will shortly be | gyre 2 6 an exceedingly interesting 
story of actual life, entitled ‘The Plumes, or Mother 
and Son,” in which will be given the experiences, pro- 
fessional and personal, of a New-Jersey schoolmurm, 

er mistakes and their consequences, the amusing tale 
of the twins and what became of them, the episode of 
the hundred-doliar clerk, and the demoralized wedding 
party in Boston, and why they emigrated. 


The note read:

Publisher Oregonian, Portiand, Oregon: 

Please insert once the accompanying ad inas prom- 
inent place and covering as much space as the inclosed 
will pay for, mailing me five copies of the paper,

Mr. Potter turned very red while these pro- 
ductions were shown to the jury. When the 
reading was over Mr. Potter admitted having re- 
ceived six copies of the paper containing the 
advertisement. Ae had five of them now. He 
denied having said to anyone that he would 
ruin the Plumesif in so doing he ruined him- 
self. The denial was made with much emphasis. 
The lawyers showed him telegrams and notes, to 
which he confessed, that made it appear that 
when the Plumes went away he kept close track 
of them for no purpose apparently expense to 
torment them. It had been Mrs. Plume’s habit 
for years to send Christmas presents to Potter’s 
children. Shesenta lot last year. They were 
returned with one of his cards, on the back of 
which he had written, *‘ Returned with my curse 
on you both.” in explaining how he haa fol- 
lowed up the Plumes by getting poople in Port- 
land to keep him posted about them he said that 
he had done all this because of his solicitude for 
their welfare. A letter from him to Mrs. Plume 
to this effect was read in part. 

Miss garet Young, a school teacher, tes- 
tified in rebuttal that Potter had mailed 
her a copy of the Oregonian, and that he 
had said to her that he meant to ruin the 
Plumes if he ruined himself. He said this in 
substance during several conversations, in 
‘which also he sometimes spoke in terms of 
strong affection for Mrs. Plume. Knowing him 
to be addicted to strong language, Miss Younx 
did not believe that he was in earnest in his 
threats against the Plumes until she saw the 
advertisement. Mrs. Plume was recalled to add 
her testimony to Miss Young’s in regard to Pot- 
ter’s threat of ruin. The plaintiff also took the 
stand again for a few moments, and explained 
that Potter had several times given him checks 
for larger amounts than were charged in the 
labor book, part of the amount in such cases 
going to other accounts. This closed the testi- 
mony. 

in the summing up, for which counsel were 
ready late in the afternoon, Mr. Herbert began 
for Plume by characterizing Potter’s conduct 
toward Mrs. Plume and her son as the most 
atrocious and malignant ever brought tothe 
attention of a Hudson on ne ngs & lt was low, 
devilish persecution carried on by a man with 
the instincts of a tyrant anda brute. What was 
the motive? Was it inspired by the discovery 
of an improper entry by Plume in Potter's 
books, such discovery having been made, as was 
claimed, a year after the entry? That would 
not explain it, Indeed, a letter from Potter in 
June, 1888, three months before he claimed 
to have examined his books, but when 
he saw that he could not control Mrs. 
Plume and laid his disappointment to her 
son, marked the beginning of this line of per- 
secution. Potter was determined, Mr. Herbert 
went on,to prevent Mrs. Plume from going 
away or keeping away from him; and in this 
letter,as in the further letter, written on the 
day before young Plume’s marriage, in which 
he acquainted Mrs. Plume with the discrepancy 
between the hundred-dollar check and the 
fifty-dollar entry, Potter’s purpose was to 
coerce Mrs. Plume through her love for 
her son. If she _ persisted in her deter- 
mination to go West with her son, Potter 
meant to ruin both of them in reputation, even 
though hisown ruin were thereby involved. 
This was the height of malignity. 

Judge Knapp interrupted Mr. Herbert at this 
ee ye to adjourn court for the day. Mr. Her- 

ert will finish this morning. 


OUT TO PIECES.

HORRIBLE DEATH OF JOSEPH WALSH—FRED- 
ERICK BIRD KILLED BY THE SHOCK, 
Joseph Walsh, 50 years of age, living at 
No. 18 Hamilton-street, New-York, and em- 
ployed on the dock at the foot of South Second- 
street, Brooklyn, Eastern District, went into the 
Brooklyn Sugar House, near the dock, at 1 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and while looking 
at some machinery fell backward into one of 
the circular cutting mills and was literally 
chopped to pieces. The machinery was stopped 


as soon as possible, and the remains of the un- 
fortunate man were gathered up and removed 
by a friend named I'rederick Bird, of No. 57 
South First-street. He carried the remains 
out to the dock and then went back to the 
sugar house. Several people noticed that he was 
very white, and great drops of perspiration 
rolled down his face. He could hardly walk, and 
upos reaching his workroom sank into a chair. 
The sight had overcome him, he replied to in- 
quiries, but he thought he would be all rightin 
afew minutes. After ashort rest Bird rose to 
his feet and attempted to walk to his machine, 
but reeled and fell tothe floor. Several fellow- 
workmen rushed to assist him, but he was dead. 
A physician was summoned, who pronounced 
the trouble heart disease, caused by the shock 
sustained in pickifg the mangled remains of his 
friend Walsh from the circular knives. Coro- 
ner Hesse will hold both inquests to-day.

THE POLICE RELIEF FUND. 

It was decided by Judge Lawrence, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, that a 
peremptory mandamus should issue to compel 
Police Commissioner McClave, as Treasurer of 
the Police Board, to deduct $2 monthly from 


the salary of each member of the police force 
jn accordance with chapter 486 of the Laws o 

1885, providing for the establishment and main- 
tenance of a police relief fund. He overruled 
the objections made to the statute as unconatl- 
tutional, and held that whether policemen were 
pleased to contribute to the fundor not they 
were subject to the will of the Legislature as 
expressed by the act. A mandamus will now be 
applied for by Superintendent Murray, as Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees of the Police Re- 
lief fund, to compel Commissioner McClave to 
yay over to him and his associates the money he 
fas already received forthe purposes of the 
fund—about $18,000—and to make payments 
each month hereafter.

DENOUNCING AQUEDUCT CONTRACTORS. 

Under the auspices of the Union Card 
Political Learue a meeting of workingmen was 
called Jast evening to protest against the slaugh- 
ter of laborers in the new aqueduct, The num- 
ber who gathered in Science*Hall for this pur- 
pose was small, but much interest was mani- 
fested. G. B. McKecohniesaid the cages were run 


up and down the shafts without suitable precau- 
tions being taken for the safety of the workmen, 
He stated that O’Brien & Clark ana Heman 
Clark, who were among those having contracts, 
had sublet the work to other contractors, who 
employed cheap labor and pushed forward the 
work as fastand as cheaply as possible, paying 
littie attention to the workingmen. ‘The work- 
ingmen were compelled to sign a paper on going 
to work practically absolving the contvact- 
ors from liability in cases of accidents. 
If a workman was discharged 10 

cent. was taken off his wages; if he 
wished to Jeave work voluntarily he would 
receive his pay less 20 per cent., and to get it all 
must give 15 days’ notice. Mr. Stone, who was 
onthe only Coroner’s jury that censured the 
contractors in the case of one of the deaths, as- 
serted that there was an evident attempt to 
gloss the matter over when the testimony was 
taken and to remove all blame from the con- 
tractors.

THE BASEBALL FIGHT. 


GOAN ASSOCIATION—THE METS’ TEAM, 


The thorough drubbing administered ir 
the courts tothe American Association by the 
Metropolitan Baseball Club probably accounts 
for the credit given to.a rumor that aconference 
was to be held between the two bodies yesterday 
afternoon. Supporters of the “ Mets” immedi- 
ately jamped to the conclusion that the associa- 
tion was on its knees. During the afternoon 
many baseball men searched the hotels for the 
stalwart form of Lew Simmons, one of the Ath- 
letic Club's owners, but the<ex-minstrel was 
probably taking his ease at his inn in Philadel- 
phia,.as he failed to make himself visible in this 
city. Erastus Wiman seemed to possess no 


knowledge of an impending conference, and 
Secretary Williams, of the * Mets,’ was no better 
d on the matter, but he was willing to talk

* There has m no conference hela,"’ he said, 
“that I know of or have heardof. I saw in @ 
morning paper that one was to be held, but 
there is nothing in it. {I heard a few minutes ago 
that Mr. Lew Simmons was in town, but one 
swallow doesn’t make a Spring. As you know, 
a regular meeting of the association will be held 
in Philadelphia next Monday. At this meeting 
the Metropolitan Olub will be represented, that 
being their richt as granted by the court. What 
will be the result of that meeting I cannot, of 
course, predict with any derree of certainty, 
but I believe that common gense will rule, and 
as all the clubs are in the business for dollars 
and cents I see no reason why the base- 
ball war should be waged by three 
parties instead of two. In fact, I anticipate the 
most friendly relations in the future with the 
clubs forming the American Association.

HARD TIMES FOR INSURANOE MEN, 





A CLASSIFICATION OF RISKS ‘THROUGHOUT 
THE OIT¥Y PROPOSED. 


For some days rumors have been-cur~ 
rent in insurance circles that a combination 
among the insurance companies had been or 
was about.to be made looking to-the formation 
of a gigantic monopoly, and that as a conse- 
quence the rates in insurance risks throughout 
the city would be doubled, and in many cases 
trebled, after Jan.1. When inquiry was made 
at many of the leading offices the story was 
promptly denied, some of the officials stating 
that they had never heard ofanything in con- 
templation on which .such a story could be 
based. President Edmund F. D of the 
Williamsburg City Fire Insurance mpany, 
said yesterday in regard to the matter: 

“The facts in the case are practically these: 
Capital will not remain in the insurance busi- 
ness unless it receives an adequate return. For 
the past five years the companies in the aggre- 
gate have not made a cent, and for the first eight 
months of this year we have been burning up 
prowent at the rate of $125,000,000, a greater 
loss by far than that of any year since the Bos- 
ton fire. Something had to bedone, Hither the 
fires must be stopped, which was impossible, 
rates must be advanced, or else we would have 
no insurance at all. With this as a starting 
ss some of the companies have informally 

iscussed a pian whereby the risks throughout 
the city ll be individually rated. This had been 
done in the dry goods district, and with good 
results, and the companies have been enrolled to 
make some money for the conflagration which 
is bound to come in New-York. We who are in 
favor of the plan proposed believe that if the 
same —— was adopted with all risks they 
could be so graded that in the long run we 
could make money out of them, The plan pro- 
poses to hold out inducements to landlords and 
owners to build better buildings or to improve 
old structures, and when this is done a con- 
cession in the rate of insurance will 
follow. In short, the thing oontemplated 
is to lessen the number fires. -If 
the plan‘ is carried out the rates on dwellings 
will be materially advanced. At present many 
of the companies are taking dwellings #15 cents 
per $100 for three years, At this rate it would 
yoquites company to insure a house 2,000 years 
before it would get money enough to pay a total 
loss on therisk. The new rate will 8 cents 
for one year. The whole matter is as yet im- 
mature and incomplete, as the plan has not been 
perfected and no contract has as yet been drawn 
up or signed. It seems to be acceptable to most 
of the companies and will, I think, or something 
like it, be adopted, Ifit is not, many of the 
companies will be obliged to retire from busi- 
ness.

Influential members of the [rish Parlia« 
mentary Funa Association, which is now act- 
ively engaged in devising ways and means to 
aid Mr. Parnell, complained yesterday that the 
real objects sourcht to be attained had been orm 
roneously stated and consequently misunder 
stood, Oneof them said: “The one thing to 
be borne in mind is that we don’t intend to start 
upon a begging excursion, and consequently 
the statements. made in the publio press that 
subcommittees were appointed at Monday! 
night’s meeting to canvass for / subscriptions 
throughout the trades and among the 
trades unions all wrong. We dont 
intend anything of the kind. Hereto- 
fore the difficulty: the real friends of 
Irish constitutional government have had to 
contend against has been that among the Irish- 
men and Irish-Americans living in the city, ané 
who have attained wealth and social prominence, 
few or none have been willing to contribute td 
the cause for fear that the money would not be 
properly used. Now we intend to apply every 
dollar raised to further constitutional agitation, 
The committee appointed subcommittees com- 
posed of members from among the different pro- 
fessions and business represented witbin itself to 
consider how many of the class noted above 
could be selected and the real facts laid befora 
them. We know that when this is done all, or 
nearly all, will be glad to contribute, but no one 
will be urged so to do. 

‘Canvassing among the trades and trade 
unions we shali not attempt. The Land Leagud 
organization is doing this,and we do not prox 
pose to interfere with its work. The work wea 
do will be completely outside of politics, and 
the greatest care has been taken in perfecting tha 
organization to ruard against politicians on thig 
aide of the water from using the organization 
for their ends. To this end Mr. Kelly, who hag 
never been identified with any faction or clique, 
was selected for Chairmauand@ Treasurer. What- 
ever is raised will be sent to Mr, Parnell, whose 
intention is to employ it in the payment of £3800 
yearly to such of the Irish members as are un- 
able personally to bear the expense of a Par- 
liamentary career. He thinks, and we agree with 
him, that to properly further the cause its par- 
ticular advocates should live not only decently, 
but in. a manner befitting their position, 
The real ebjects are these and are intended to 
push the work for home rule in Ireland, and for 
nothing else whatever, At first the committee 
undertook to cover the whole country, but this 
has wisely been given up,and its work will ba 
confined to New-York alone, It is felt now 
that tho local committee, with similar objects in 
view, will be better able to carry on the local 
work, and we shall ieave it to them to do. That 
success, abundant and sure, is to follow there ig 
nosort of doubt. Krom every quarter comeg 
with every mailthe most gratifying assuranceg 
ot the interest which is everywhere manifesting 
itself in the oause, and this not from the oclasg 
which has hitherto been drained to send money, 
to Ireland. The statement is frequently made 
that the Germans are more provident and 
thrifty than t lrish, and the point 
is usually made that while the Germans, 
from their start in the New World, pinoh 
and save and accumulate property the [rish 
remain poor. Whatisthe reason? Every year 
the Irish sen@to Ireland $26,000,000. What for? 
Actually for the support of the landlords. 
When an Irishman or Irishwoman makes a dol- 
lar here there is already a mortgage on it be- 
cause their parents or friends in Ireland need it 
for the rent due the landlords, and consequently 
it is sept over there. In Germany there is no 
such necessity, and the Germans here keep their 
money, and thus make a little showing. ‘The 
purpose of our committee is to aid in home 
rule, and thus promote in Ireland a state of 
things which will do away with the necessity of 
this drain of $26,000,000 yearly from America, 
This ig One of our main arguments, and through 
it we are every day gaining the co-operation 
-—- active aid of ericans and Irish-Amere 

oans. 

Chairman Eugene Kelly said that he-was grati- 
fled with the success thus far attained, and from 
the assurances received did not doubt that all 
that had been attempted would be consum- 
mated. Concerning the reported visit of Mr. 
Parnell, Mr. Kelly said: “The aim of our 
organization is to dissuade Mr. Parnell from 
coming over, and from our advices itis almost 
certain he will remain in Ireland and at London, 
That is his place and he cannot do anything here 
but to make speeches, and to 40 this would take 
him from his true flela of labor.

One of the star route civil suits was 
taken up in Little Rock last Monday.

Judging 
from the brief description contained in a 
press dispatch, the route in question must 
have been the notorious one from Fort 
Worth to Yuma, the annual pay for 
which was raised from $184,000 to 
$299,000. The Government sued to re- 
cover $174,000. When the case was called 
the District Attorney, whose name is 
J. W. Hows, “‘ was not ready,” and the 
suit was dismissed. Mr. Howe had 
ample time for preparation. The history 
of this route was laid bare in 1881. The 
Department of Justice has had the evi- 
dence for years. In view of the facts this 
attorney’s plea would be ridiculous, if it 
were not worse. Cannot the Government 
find some one in Ark&nsas who will be 
‘‘ready” to prosecute the Hon. Logan H. 
Roots, of Little Rock? Advancing years 
do not appear to have deprived the old 
combination of its power. 








A pneumatic tube for the transmission 
of mails between New-York and Brook- 
lyn would beyond question be a great im- 
provement on the present slow, clumsy, 
and uncertain method, But the making 
of an official contract, or the promise of 
one, with a company not yet formed 
would be a risky proceeding. There is, 
moreover, a good deal of business between 
the two cities for a pneumatic tube be- 
sides that of the Post Office, and any 
arrangement for the mails should be care- 
fully guarded. Meanwhile there is an 
old-fashioned and easy way of improving 
the service, that does not require any out- 
lay of capital or obligation on the part of 
the Government. It is the selection of an 
energetic and capable man for Postmaster 
of Brooklyn, who can be trusted to do the 
work on business principles, in place of 
the amiable gentleman who now presides 
over the office. 











The testimony of an advertising agent 
enlightened the gas committee yesterday 
as to the use of a part of the Consolidated 
Gas Company’s profits. He produced an 
account showing that he was employed by 
the company to procure the insertion in 
thirty-seven country papers of political 
arguments in opposition to the Gas Com- 
mission bill while that bill was pend- 
ing in the Legislature. The company 
sells gas now for $1 75 a thousand. A 
short time ago the price was $2 25. In 
London large dividends are paid upon gas 
sold at 65 cents. Mr. SHERWOOD told the 
committee yesterday that men whom he 
knew would be glad to subscribe to the 
capital stock of a gas company organized 
to sell gas in this city at $1 25. Surely 
the price should not exceed that. The 
city ought in some way to throw off the 
oppressive burden of a price that will fur- 
nish 7 per cent. dividends on a fictitious 
capital of $39,000,000. That dividend is 
about 30 per cent. upon the original cash 
investment of $8,727,050, which has 
already yielded to the shareholders 

79,418,708 in benefits. The consolidation 
and dilution of stock were acts tending to 
fasten this burden securely upon the 
backs of the people. 
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The Republican Senators are still dis- 
cussing their course of action regarding 
the nominations of Mr. CLEVELAND, and 
are receiving an unlimited amount and 
variety of advice on the subject. Some 
of this comes, curiously enough, from 
Democrats, a considerable number of 
whom are badly disgruntled by the failure 
of the President to make as many re- 
movals -as they have desired, and 
who are quite ready to make him 
as uncomfortable as they can with the 
aid of the Senators of the majority. 
We should say the latter would do well 
to take this advice with a clear idea of its 
source and with the reflection that they 
cannot gain very much by making them- 
selves instruments for disappointed pol- 
iticians in the gratification of their re- 
venge or their ambition. They may be 
perfectly sure that their services in this 
direction must be gratuitous, and that 
they will win neither the gratitude nor 
the respect of the men who would like to 
use them. 

Then there is: the advice-that comes 
from the narrow and heated party organs. 
These would have the Senators act prac- 
tically as obstinate partisans, and refuse 
to allow any Republican to be removed 
from office without cause. They are not 
without a semblance of argument based 
on the Constitution for this pleasing sug- 
gestion. They hold that the constitutional 
requirement for the advice and consent of 
Senators to appointment carries with it a 
direct responsibility for removals. Per- 
hapsitdoes. If the history of the country 
and of the Republican Party were to 
make again, it might be well to consider 
whether this would not be a good rule 
to establish, But, as a matter of fact, 
it has never been well established. The 
Republican Party particularly has abso- 
lutely ignored it. For a quarter of a cent- 
ury appointments} and removals have 
been made with a cynical disregard of 
anything but political motives, and for 
the most part factional motives.

grossly unfit for it would be, not to put 
too fine a point upon it, ridiculous. The 
country would see through it instantly, 
and would take it for the greedy and im- 
pudent pretense that it is. 

Finally, there is the advice which the 
President himself is reported to have 
given the Republican Senators: To treat 
every nomination on its merits, to accept 
it where it seems a good one, and to reject 
it where it seems a bad one. He is even 
reported to have asked Senators, when 
they had evidence that a nominee was 
not a proper man for the place to which 
he had been named, to give the evidence 
to the President that he might recall the 
nomination. This would be a very prac- 
tical and sensible arrangement, and one 
quite honorable both to the President and 
the Senators, It involves, of course, 


the assumption that the Senators 
would not ask the President to 
recall an appointment for political 


reasons only. They could not expect him 
to do that, and the country would not 
sustain them in askingit. In effect this 
principle, if logically and consistently ap- 
plied, would amount to the Senate con- 
firming all nominations against which 
there were not substantial objections, 
leaving with the President the responsi- 
bility of removals. On the other hand, 
in order that this principle should pro- 
duce the excellent results of which it is 
capable, the President would have to act 
with great candor and independence. He 
could do much toward establishing this 
admirable relation with the Senate if he 
should give them a few instances of the 
kind of recalls he was prepared to make. 
We should say, for example, that he could, 
with excellent effect, begin with the case 
of Indian Inspector THomMas, whose name 
has just been sent to the Senate. Heisa 
man of very bad reputation. He is de- 
nounced by responsible men of all parties 
in Maryland as a corrupt, dishonest per- 
son, and the evidence that this is his rep- 


‘utation makes his appointment quite un- 


justifiable, as, indeed, it makes his nom- 
ination quite incomprehensible. The 
withdrawal of his name would go far to 
convince the Senate of the good faith of 
the President and to induce them to treat 
his nominations impartially. It would be 
a good beginning. 








THE MORMON CHURCH. 


The Polygamy bill reported from the 
Senate Judiciary Committee by Mr. Ep- 
MUNDs is almost an exact copy of the bill 
reported from that committee nearly two 
years ago and passed by the Senate on 
June 18, 1884, by a vote of 88 to 15. The 
House did not act upon that bill. It is 
probable that at an early day the Senate 
will pass the bill now reported, and a 
sharp debate upon it may be expected in 
the House before the end of the current 
session. 

This is the most radical measure for the 
suppression of polygamy that has ever 
been passed by either house of Congress, 
and some features of it should be most 
carefully examined by the people and 
their representatives. The condition of 
affairs in Utah may be briefly described as 
follows:; The practical polygamists have 
been disfranchised, but as nine-tenths of 
the inhabitants are Mormons the Territo- 
rial Legislature is still controlled by Mor- 
mons, and the Territorial local offices are 
held by Mormons. An attempt was made 
to punish polygamists under that section 
of the Edmunds law which forbids polyg- 
amy, but it was almost impossible to 
prove the marriages, and for this reason 
the officers of the law turned to the sec- 
tion that forbids unlawful cohabitation. 
Under that section many prominent Mor- 
mons have been convicted and sent to the 
penitentiary. Several of the bill’s pro- 
visions relate to legal proceedings and are 
intended to clear the way for an en- 
forcement of the polygamy section of 
the Edmunds law. For example, it 
is provided that a lawful wife shall 
be a competent witness against her 
husband on the trial of such cases, and 
may be compelled to testify. Among 
the most reasonable provisions is that 
which requires every marriage cere- 
mony to be certified in writing by the 
parties and the person officiating, and all 
records of marriages to be subject to in- 
spection. Polygamous marriages have 
been celebrated in the privacy of the En- 
dowment House, and the courts have 
been unable to procure any evidence con- 
cerning them. The sections disfranchis- 
ing women, annulling laws that empower 
illegitimate children to inherit a father’s 
property, and enabling officers of the law 
‘to proceed against persons guilty of adul- 
tery will not be strongly opposed. 

The Mormon Church is an organization 
known as the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints, incorporated by the 
Utah Legislature. ‘This bill provides that 
this church organization shall be com- 
pelled to add to the number of its Trustees 
fourteen persons representing the United 
States and appointed by the President, 
who are to report annually to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior concerning the af- 
fairs of the church... One section of the 
anti-bigamy law of:1862 provided that 
no corporation or association for re- 
ligious purposes should acquire or hold 
in any Territory more than $50,000 worth 
of real estate, and that all real estate be- 
youd that limit held by such a corpora- 
tion should be “forfeited and escheat to 
the United States.” The bill requires the 
Attorney-General to enforce this law 
against the Mormon organization, and 
provides that the escheated property 
shall be used for commonschools. It also 
blots out the Perpetual Emigrating Fund 
Company, and requires the Attorney- 
General to wind up its affairs and dispose 
. of its property according to law. 

There is danger that our desireito put 
‘an end to polygamy may lead us to assail 

and punish a religious organization be- 
cause some of its members violate the 
laws. Whatis the crime against which 
‘our Mormon legislation has been direct- 
ed? Plainly it is bigamy, or polygamy, 
or plural marriage, It is not a man’s con- 
nection with the Utah church, nor is it a

[man’s belief that the-_ Book of Mormon is a 


revelation handed down from Gop to JOE 
Smita. Polygamy is the crime, and we 
are now punishing those who are guilty of 
it by sending them to the penitentiary. 
Any reasonable legislation that will enable 
the prosecutors to get hold of concealed 
evidence that will establish the guilt of 
polygamists should be heartily supported. 
But when all marriages must be openly 
recorded, when all juries must be com- 
posed of anti-polygamists, when all law- 
ful wives must testify against their hus- 
bands, when the laws against polygamy 
shall be explicit and comprehensive, and 
the courts shall be striving to enforce them, 
why will it be necessary to break into the 
Mormon religious organization and en- 
deavor to transform it into a bureau of 
the Interior Department? 

We trust that the time has not come 
when any man, be he Mormon or Meth- 
odist, can be punished in this country 
because of his religious belief. If there 
be any person in Utah who is guilty of 
polygamy, let him be prosecuted and let 
him suffer the penalty, but let no man 
suffer under the Federal laws for the sole 
reason that his creed is the Mormon creed 
and his church the Church of Latter Day 
Saints. The United States should not lay 
its hands on that church or on any other 
church, It should not insist upon gov- 
erning that church or any other church 
by means of its own Trustees forced into 
the organization... It ought not to do it, it 
cannot afford to do it, and it can accom- 
plish its purpose in Utah without doing it. 








THE WICKED BOSSES AGAIN, © 


We are glad to see that Mr. Epwarp 
MircHeLt, Chairman of the committee 
appointed to investigate the charges of 
treachery on the part of the Republican 
district leaders, approaches the inquiry 
with a certain wariness of mind. He has 
studied the political chart published by 
THE Tres on Monday morning, and 
though he ‘‘assumes it to be correct 
so far as the relative figures are 
concerned,” he braces his judicial mind 
against the well-nigh irresistible testi- 
mony of the chart by sundry extenuating 
hypotheses. We suppose that Mr. MITCH- 
ELL’s doubts are merely provisional. He 
entertains them, and very properly, until 
he shall be fully advised and ready to 
form and announce his conclusion. We 
do not impute tohim any disqualifying 
prejudice in favor of the false district 
leaders with whom he has been so long 
associated. He desires merely to be cau- 
tious, slow, andSpainstaking in his in- 
quiry, and that he ought to be. 

Our readers understand, probably, that 
we have no longer any doubts about this 
matter. We regard the case against 
O'BRIEN and his coparceners and dummies 
as already clearly proved before the pub- 
lic. The evidence will shortly be exam- 
ined by Mr. MITCHELL’s committee, and 
we do not think its formal verdict will be 
one of acquittal. 

Meanwhile, it is proper for us toinform 
Mr. MITCHELL that there is no foundation 
in fact for the theories advanced by him 
in mitigation of the damage done by THE 
Trmgs’s chart and comparative tables to 
the desperate cause of the district leaders. 
In reply to the questions of our reporter 
Mr. MITCHELL says: 

**Is Tum TrmxEs’s chart correct in putting the 
normal Republican and Democratic vote where 
it does? Is it proper to assume that DAVEN- 
PORT represents the normal Republican and 
Hint the normal Democratic vote? It 
seems to me that THE Tres has not taken 
into consideration the question whether 
there were not in certain districts a great many 
Democratic votes cast for DAVENPORT which 
were not given for the Republican county ticket. 
I don't assume that there were many such votes 
cast in the lower districts of the city, but in some 
of the upper districts I am satisfied that a good 
many Democrats voted against H1u..’” 

We can confidently assure Mr. MitcH- 
ELL that we have made no mistake in ac- 
cepting the vote for DAVENPORT as the 
normal Republican vote, not only in the 
city as a whole but in each Assembly 
district. And this is also true of the 
vote for Hint, which we accepted as the 
normal Democratic vote. On the vote 
for Governor there was very little trading, 
very few desertions from one party to 
the other. It was a fair test of the 
relative strength of the Democratic and 
Republican Parties in the city. The last 
previous fair test of this kind was the 
vote for Controller in 1883, when DAvEN- 
PORT and CHAPIN were the candidates, 
for it is futile to institute comparisons 
with the Gubernatorial vote of either 
1882 or 1879, since the party lines were 
shattered in both those years. If Mr. 
MITCHELL will compare the vote for Con- 
troller in 1883 with the vote for Governor 
in 1885, district by district, we think he 
will agree with us that the vote for Dav- 
ENPORT may be accepted as the normal 
Republican vote for this year, and the 
upper districts of the city, to which he 
makes special reference, follow this nor- 
mal line quite as closely as any others. 

We hardly think that Mr. MiTcHEeLL 
could have pondered very carefully the 
suggestion he made to THE TIMEs’s re- 
porter that a similar chart based on the 
votes for County Clerk, the judiciary 
ticket, and the President of the Board of 
Aldermen would show fluctuations in the 
vote ‘‘ almost the same.” We admit that 
a chart showing the vote for County Clerk 
and President of the Board of Aldermen 
would closely resemble our chart showing 
the vote for Jacospus. But Mr. MITCHELL 
knows, does he not, that both these 
officers were voted for upon one bal- 
lot, and that that ballot, indorsed 
“City and County,” was headed 
by the name of the candidate for 
Sheriff? This circumstance vitiates Mr. 
MITCHELL’s reasoning, for it was the city 
and county ticket as a whole which was 
sold out, betrayed, and “knifed” by 
O’Brien and his gang. We have repeatedly 
asserted this, and have used Mr. Jaco- 
BUs’s name for convenience merely, as he 
was the head of the Republican city and 
-county ticket, ' 

Mr. MitcHeLt’s reference to the judi- 
' clary ticket was unfortunate. He is in 
error in supposing that a chart of the ju-_ 
diciary vote would look like a chart of the 
‘vote for Sheriff. Indeed, such a chart 
would differ in so many points. from the 

chart we published on Monday as to con- 
vince Mr. MITCHELL at a glance that. some 
| forbidden and abhorrent forces had been 
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the county and the judiciary ticket. 
For instance, in O’Brien’s district, 
the Eighth, where Jacosus fell 1,218 
votes below Davenport, STRONG, the 
Republican candidate for Common 
Pleas Judge, fell only 427 below him; and 
while the combined vote of GRANT. and 
Waite rose 1,178 above that for HILL, the 
combined vote for BooksTAVER and Pat-

THE COAL MINE MASSACRE, . 


” The sacrifice of life by the caving in of 
‘a mine at Nanticoke seems to have been 


needless, The story of this accident has 
not been told so clearly or in such, detail 
as'to make it entirely intelligible. But it 
is so nearly a repetition of a story* which 
has been often told that it is fair to 
suppose no more precautions were taken 
in this case than ‘in the other cases 
similar to it, In the Avondale dis- 
aster, the most extensively fatal mining 
accident that has occurred'in this coun- 
try, it was plain that the hundred or 
more lives that were taken might have: 
been spared if another'shaft than the one 

that was disabled by fire had been sunk. 

In the present case it is announced that, 

as the only feasible method of getting at 

the bodies of the men whom it is now 

deemed impossible to rescue, another 
shaft shall be sunk from the surface to 

the point at which their bodies are sup-, 
posed to lie, 

A ‘‘cave-in” is not the same form of 
disaster as a fire in the shaft upon which 
the miners depend not only for egress 
from the mine but for the air that keeps 
them alive while they areat work. Never- 
theless a cave-in is a form of accident to 
which the mines near Wilkesbarre have 
been shown to be specially exposed. If 
the precautions shown to be:necessary by 
the settlement of the earth’s surface over 
the mines had been taken, it is not 
conceivable that this collapse would 
ave occurred without warning and 
without a chance.of escape to the per- 
sons exposed to it. Exposure to perils of 
this kind is one of the necessary incidents 
of pioneer mining, and when inthe early’ 
stages of working a mine an accident. 
occurs either from the disabling of the 
shaft or from a collapse of the soil there 
is nothing to be said, provided the ordi- 
nary precautions of which the case admits, 
have been taken. But coal mining in 
Pennsylvania is by no means in this primi- 
tive condition. It is a long established 
and a most extensive business. It has 
in some places been carried so far 
that the earth is burrowed for many acres 
with a system of galleries and tunnels, all 
belonging to a.single mine. At Nanticoke 
it is said that 3,000 feet in length of rub-. 
bish precipitated by the ‘ cave-in” must 
be cleared away before the bodies of the 
imprisoned miners can be reached from 
below. Accordingly the sinking of a new 4 
shaft has been resolved upon as a quicker 
and easier method of getting at the bodies; 
than excavation from below, and it is ex-' 
pected that this shaft can be sunk in four} 
days. 

If this be the fact it is evident that 
there can be no good reason why the 
shaft has not been sunk before. To keep 
men at work more than half a mile from 
the shaft which offers them their only. 
chance of escape is a tempting of fate. i 
Long before the mine reaches such dimen-. 
sions a second outlet should be provided. . 
If it had been provided in this case the 
expense of time and money now incurred 
in order to get at the bodies of the miners J 
who were sacrificed to a mistaken econ-: 
omy, to give it no harsher name, might. 
have saved their lives. ‘ 

It is strange that the men imperiled by: 
this negligence take no measures to pre- 
vent its mischievous consequences. The 
coal miners of Pennsylvania have one 
of the strongest and most remorseless 
trades unions in existence. In time. 
past they have committed many mur- 
ders in furtherance of the objects of 
their union, sometimes upon the most 
trivial points of class interest. But 
they have never taken any effectual steps 
toward making their own lives safer while 
they were at work. In fact, it is the testi- 
mony of the managers of mines that such 
precautions as they endeavor to enforce 
for the benefit of miners are often nulli- 
fied by the recklessness of the miners 
themselves. Nevertheless, it does not be- 
come a civilized community to permit its 
citizens to be massacred, even though 
they themselves offer no opposition to the 
sacrifice, and it is to be hoped the State 
of Pennsylvania may take such action as 
will render impossible the recurrence of 
disasters like that of Nanticoke,

The announcement that certain West- 
ern Union messenger boys have engaged 
in the business of burglary will encourage 
many persons who have occasion to em- 
ploy messenger boys. The Western Union 
messenger boy is not generally different 
from the American District messenger 
boy, whose engagement in anything so 
enterprising as burglary has not yet been 
reported. Burglary is not a commendable 
calling, but it implies a certain degree 
of spirit and vivacity. It cannot be 
practiced by a dead boy, nor yet 
by one of the dreamy, lotus-eating 
messengers who saunters in twenty-four 
hours after he has been summoned, and 
receives with apathetic aspect the parcel 
which he delivers to the wrong address 
on the following day. There was a time 
when the district messenger service was a 
public convenience. At present an office 
of that service seems to be in the nature 
of an opium joint, the inmates of which 
abandon themselves to’ delightful revery. 
They lie reclined on the benches like 
gods together, careless of mankind. Now

PENS, PERIODICALS, AND PUNCH: 
BOWLS FOR SENATORS. 


—_—__——— 

,* Much information of a cheerful and in- 
teresting sort may be,found in places un- 
suspected. No one, however, would pick up 
that modest volume entitled, “Annual 
Report of the Hon. Anson G. McCook, 
Secretary United States Senate,” without ex- 
pecting to be instructed and morally improved 
by a perusal of its contents. The volume under 
consideration bears the inscription, “* Dec. 8, 
1885. Ordered to lie on the table and be printed,” 
and has forits sub-title, ‘A Statement of the Re- 
ceipts and Expenditures of the Senate from July 
1, 1884, to June 30, 1885." This comprehensive 
subtitle at once explains the obiect and the 
scope of the Hon. Mr. McCook’s little volume. 
That the author has a genuine genius for statis- 
tics cannot be denied by any one who will take 
the trouble to glance through his closely printed 
work. Every page bristles with items and fig- 
ures, entered with a fidelity and neatness which 
bespeak lifelong habits of attention to detail and 
devotion to the sublime science of arithmetic. 
The book is written in clear, concise, and ’some- 
times epigrammatic language, which will com- 
mend itself to every lover of an unaffected Eng- 
lish style. As a book ofexamples in rhetoric this 
little volume should be in the hands of every 
school teacher who is abroad in the land. 

But it is mainly asa volume of information 
that the Hon. Mr. McCoox’s work claims public 
attention. The conclusion seems unavoidable 
that many persons will be mildly surprised at 
the variety and quality of its contents. It isa 
complete and unanswerable refutation of the 
silly and oft-repeated assertion that the Senate 
does not accomplish§much. A careful perusal 
of this volume will convince any thoughtful 
reader that the Senate gets through a great deal 
for the money. A glance at some of the most 
suggestive entries may prove interesting and 
edifying to those who have not time in the mad 
rush of the struggle for existence to analyze the 
150 pages of tabulated statistics. 

After skimming lightly over 25 pages of entries 
of salaries paid to clerks and employes onearrives 
at the chapter on stationery and newspapers. It 
isat this point that the Hon. Mr. McCook’s sly 
humor begins to twinkle through the apparently 
solemn lines of nonpareil type. The first entry. 
that attracts attention is this: 

July 3—500 antique envelopes..........ceesseeeseeee $4 50 


Upon the face of it this entry ts innocent 
enough; but when the reeder refers to the pages 
of the Congressional Record and observes the 
frequent droppings of the fruit of the inteliect- 
ual chestnut tree, he will perceive that the 500 

antique envelopes have been used for the collec- 

tion and pigeonholing for future reference of 
several millions of antique ideas. And when a 
little further on the reader sees an entry of ** 500 
R. I. L. envelopes, baronial,” he will comprehend 
that those hereditary notions of conservatism 
which occasionally biossom out in the Senate 
have been garnered up with a loving care that is 
exquisitely touching. The system of preserving 
information in envelopes has been used by many 
great writers and speakers outside of the Senate, 
and it is pleasant to see statesmen clinging to this 
excellent custom. 

Not far away from’these entries’ are recorded 
statements of the payment of annual subscrip- 
tions to those staple articles of British produce, 
the Edinburgh, Westminster, Jand Quarterly Re- 
views, the British Quarterly and Blackwood’s 
Magazine. This evincesa desire on the part of 
the Senator to whom they were furnished to 
keep himself abreast of the best thought of the 
age. Whether his fellow-Sonators were in the 
habit of borrowing them from him is not stated, 
but it is fair to presume that these storehouses of 
thought were not consecrated to the sole, use of 
one man. Proof, however, is furnished by the 
fon. Mr. McCook’s intelligent book that Sen- 
ators do not feed upon British essays alone, In 
addition toalarge number of entries of sub- 
scriptions to newspapers—in which it is to be sup- 
posed Senators read some comments upon their 
own actions—there are entered annual subscrip- 
tions to the Century, Harper's Monthly, St. Nich- 
olas, and the Nursery. It should be stated that 
these interesting periodicals are all fur- 
nished to one Senator. The universality 
of his taste cannot be questioned. En- 
joying, as he certainly must, the profound 
analysis of human motives in which Mr. Henry 
James revels in the Century. he is able to enjoy 
the childish prattle of the Nursery and;the 
youthful remarks of St. Nicholas. There can be 
no doubt that these periodicals are popular in 
the Senate, and their earnest perusal by Sena- 
tors may account for many of those simple and 
childlike performances by that venerable body 
which people unskilled in political lore some- 
times fail to understand, The entry of the pur- 
chase of three dozen “common sense inks” has 
also a certain amount of suggestiveness. It 
shows that some members of the Senate know 
what they need. Another entry near these calls 
fora criticism on the author. Itis a statement 
of, the purchase of several hundred spools of 
tape. The author has neglected to state whether 
the tape was red ornot. He probably reasons 
that all his readers will understand that the 
Senate would have no use for tape of any other 
color. 

Turning to the next page the reader finds that 
on Nov. 15 $91 89 was expended in the purchase 
of a large number of pairs of shears. This en- 
try, coupled with some further on which record 
the purchase of many pots of paste, is signifi- 
cant. Just what it is significant of in the Sen- 
ate it is impossible at this distance to state. Ina 
country newspaper Office it would give an insight 
into the method by which the paper was edited. 
In the Senate it probably means that Senators 
have scrapbooks in which they paste editorial 
articles clipped from newspapers which contain 
intelligent criticisms of Senatorial transactions. 
On the next page are these entries:

If any one‘ever accused Senators of a lack of 
artistic taste let him now hide his head. Here is 
proof positive that the gentlemen of the Senate 
like pretty things and are bound to have them, 
no matter who paysforthem. But there is one 
more entry, namely, a quarter of a dozen of 
pearl glove hooks at $4 12, which shows that the 
Government provides in a most paternal fashion 
for the eesthetic tastes of its public jservants. 
Happy is the Senator who takes notes$with a 
silver alligator magic pencil, and thrice blessed 
is he who fastens his glove with pearl glove 
hooks at the expense of his fellow-cit- 
izens. But blessed above all are those 
Senators who received the “one gross 
auti-nervous penbolders” entered at the 
foot of the same page. It ought, also, to be 
mentioned just here that scattered through the 
pages of the Hon. Mr. McUook’'s delightful little 
book are entries of the purchase of engraved 
card plates and cards, showing|that the Senators 
are not obliged to calljupon foreign Ambassadors 
or other dignitaries without having cards to 
send'up. The taste of the eminent Senators is 
further displayed in the record of the purchase 

-of “three paper weights, (pigs,) three paper 
_ weights, (geese,) one paper weight,(elephant,) one 
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paper weight, (ewineherd.)” Thuseven in such 
Small things as paper weights does the pastoral 
taste of the Senators exhibit itself and betray a 
devotion to the agricultural interests of the 
country. 
_ The reader will find as he advances through 
the book a number of entries which may or may 
not siznify the existence of great good fellow~ 
ship avd even of conviviality in the Senate. The 
first of these records the purchase of “one dozen 
McGill’s punches;” but as this comes under the 
head of stationery and newspapers, things may 
not be what they seem. On the next page, how- 
ever, comes the entry of 24 corkscrews. Thesa 
are probably used to open small bottles of ink. 
Proceeding further the reader finds recorded 
the purchase of one 18-gallon water cooler and 
One-quarter of a dozen sugar spoons. A littla 
further on.comes the statement of the purchase 
of one case of Apollinaris water, quarts: onecase 
of ditto, pints; 233 pounds of granulated sugar, 
four dozen ginger ale, and one box of lemons, 
The deduction is inevitable that a man could, if 
he would, make of some of these articles—and 
one other—a beverage Known to the unstates. 
manlike mind as punch. Whether punch wag 
made of these or only lemonade is not stated, 
though that something or other was made of 
them is shown by the record on the next page of 
the purchase of three lemon squeezers, two dip- 
pers, and five dozen tumblers. After all, it wag 
only lemonade, for the entry soon appears of the 
investment of $3 »n “1 punch bowl for lemon-« 
ade.” It was a punch bowl, to be sure, but™ for 
jJemonade.”” Lemonade it was, then, and of the 
right sort, too, as is shown by the entries of nu-« 
merous payments for night Jatches and a bill of 
repairs for apretty thoroughly broken up Co<« 
lumbia tricycle. One conclusion is forced upon 
the thoughtful reader, namely, that the United 
States Treasury does not supply the missing hnk 
in that lemonade. That the Senators who drank 
the Jemonade were enabled properly to recover 
from its effects is shown by the fact that they 
subsequently bought two dozen battles of 
Apollinaris water, tive ounces salts of tartar, 
two gallons of castor oll, two ounces spirits of 
ammonia, and two gallons of coiogne water. 
Reference has been made in the course of this 
examination of the Hon. Mr. McCook's masterly 
elucidation of the mysteries of the Senate 
Chamber tothe fact that the deeds of that dig. 
nified body of legislators are sometimes criti< 
cised unpleasantly by newspapers. That this is 
afact will not be denied by any reader of tha 
daily press—not even by Senators who supple. 
ment their newspaper reading by perusal of St. 
Nicholas and the Nursery. But it is sometimes 
asserted by thoughtless people that many Sena- 
tors are impervious to criticism.. They heed no 
blame and they yearn for ,no praise. That thig 
belief is wholly unfounded the; Hon. Mr. Mc. 
Cook proves by asingle stroke of his powerful 
pen when he records the purchase of six barrels 
of soft soap. Balm for their wounded sniritg 
the Senators must have, aud when they canno({ 
find commendation outside, with a spirit of in« 
dependence truly American they .buy thels 
own soft soap and, it isto be inferred, apply is 
where it is most needed.

-POPULAR CONCERTS, 

“s The eighth of the Thomas Popular Con- 
certs took place at the Academy of Music yes. 
terday evening. The programme was brief but 
interesting, although it included no number 
that had not been made familiar by re- 
peated performance. It embraced the wed- 
ding march and overture from Mendels- 
sohn’s music to ** A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” 
Volkmann’s Serenade No. 3, with ’cello obligato; 
the well known introduction and. closing scene 
from “Tristan und Isolde,” Dvorak’s ** Scherzc 
Capriccioso,” a Norwegian volks song, by 
Svendsen, and Liszt’s **Festklaenge.” Most 
of these compositions grow upon one with 
each successive hearing, and whatever may be 
said and written against art works that it is 
impossible to understand and enjoy without 
long study and a lively and impressible imagina- 
tion, there is no denying the influence 
of such a production as “Tristan und 
Isolde” upon an assemblage of the 
right sort. Dvorak’s “Scherzo” also gains 
immensely upon acquaintance. Its title implies, 
of course, that the composer, when he wrote the 
piece, gave his fancy free rein, and the treat- 
ment of his material rather than the material it- 
self claims attention and admiration. A bright- 
er tone picture in the modern style of both 
painting and music, in which splendor of color- 
ing and sharp contrasts are more conspicuous 
than clearness or beauty of outline and daintily 
blended harmonies, has not been brought forth 
by any of the composers that have excelled in 
this order of work, and the compactness of the 
**Scherzo” is not its least praiseworthy charac- 
teristic. It only remains to note that the band 
was in its usual eflgient condition, and that the 
audience, although fairly large, did not test the 
seating capacity of the house.

The 
Virginia court decided that atheists can testify, 
and that their evidence is equally good in law.

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A MOTHER OF CHURCHES

CELEBRATES ITS TWO HUNDRED 
AND FIFTIETH BIRTHDAY. 

}TAMFORD CONGREGATIONALISTS REJOICE 
AND TELL STRANGE STORIES OF THE 
GOOD OLD DAYS, 

Stamrorp, Conn., Dec. 22.—The Congre- 
gational church in this beautiful little spot on 
the Sound to-day stole a march on all the sister 
churches in the State by celebrating its two 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary and proclaim- 
ing itself the mother of all the churches in the 
State. Its original members, who founded the 
church here when this was a howling wilderness, 
peopled only by Indians and other undesirable 
objects, also stole the records which gave their 
successors the right to the claim asserted to-day, 
s0 the historians of Congregationalism assert. 
The way it came about was this: When, in 1641, 
the members of the church at Wethersfield got 
into a heated argument over some doctrinal 
point and failed to settle their differences three 
of the male members, accompanied by a number 
of “sisters” and a few friends, seceded and 
tramped through the woods to what is now 
Stamford. This was seven years after the 
Wethersfield settlers had begun to worship ac- 
cording to the tenets of the Congregational faith 
in the midst of their onion beds. They broucht 
with them to Stamford their much-prized church 
records. As successors to the possessors of these 
records Stamford people claim the right to date 
the organization of their church in 1635, though 
this was six years before Stamford was anything 
but an Indian bunting ground. So they profuse- 
ly decorated their pretty little church last week, 
hung over the preacher’s desk in large figures of 
red and white immortelies “ 1635," and devoted 
the whole of to-day to celebrating what they as- 
sume to be their birthday. 

A noteworthy incident in connection with the 
history of the church is this: The Rev. Samuel 
Scoville, who is a son-in-law of the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, is its present Pastor. The leader 
of the party who secured the Wethersfield rec- 
ords and made possible to-day’s jubilee was An- 
drew Ward, of whom Henry Ward Beecher is 
a lineal descendant. Pastor Scoville’s chil- 
dren are consequently lineal descendants of 
Ward, and are now connected with the 
church which he founded in Stamford in 
1641. Another genealogical fact: The Pastor 
of the struggling church from 1694, on for a 
period of many years, was the Rev. John Daven- 
port. Since his time every generation of Daven- 
ports has furnished a Deacon for this church. 
Last Sunday two children of the sixth genera- 
tion of Davenports were baptized in the church, 
and the Rev. John G. Davenport, of the fifth 

eneration, read a poem at to-day’s exercises. 
n this he recited how the original Davenport 
rourted and married a widow here, and thus 
founded the long line of Davenports. It was 
tone in this way: 
The holy man said, “ Let us pray,” 
And on the sanded floor 


They knelt, the crown of heaven’s grace 
Together to implore. 


Then, risiug. he devoutly said, 

“The Lord makes known bis will; 

It is that Martha, though bereaved 
Should be a housewife still.” 


Wiping a tear for hima whose sands 

Of life had early run. 
She answered, with a heavenward glance, 
“* His holy will be done.” 


‘And I have asked what fate had had 
In store for me and mine 

If Martba had rebellious proved 
Against tne will Divine. 

Those Davenports would be effusively wel- 
comed in Philadelphia, for they trace their an- 
cestry in the male line back directly to the 
Norman Conquest, about 800 years, and there 
certainly is a line of ndfathers long enough 
to suit the most genealogical of Philadelphians. 

Of the church buildings in which members of 
this 0]4 society have worshiped there are four 
on record. The first, buiit in 1641, and its suc- 
cessor, erected in 167%, were combinations of 
fort, armory, and meeting house. Mr. Scoville, 
the present Pastor, is authority for the state- 
ment that no barn in Stamford to-day surpasses 
them for uncomfortableness and cheerlessness. 
The building of the second edifice was accompa- 
nied by some peculiar incidents, which strangely 
illustrate the life and belief of the time. It was 
voted in 1669 to build a church, the material 
used to be stone. There was a long-con- 
tinued dispute regarding the shape in 
which it should be builti—square or oblong. 
Finally, after years of dispute, the records show 
that it was decided “to leave it to God, the 
question of shape to be decided by lot.” The 
Almighty, according to these same records, de- 
cided in favor of a church of wood, 38 feet 
square, with 12 foot posts and a sort of fun- 
nel-like structure on top. In 1685 this church 
was abandoned for purposes of a fort and de- 
voted thereafter solely to worship. In this 
church in 1766 was hung the first bell ever hung 
in this section of the State,and the drum was 
abandoned as a means of calling people to wor- 
ship. The first and last tower clock ever owned 
by the church was put into this structure and 
was a dismal failure. 

The next church building was erected in 1790, 
afd served as a place of worship until 1858, when 
the present church was occupied under the 
pastorate of the Rev. Joseph Anderson, now 
ot Waterbury, Conn., and recently active in 
the organization of the church congress. The 
building of 1790 had a huge fireplace for cooking 
tend gs but not until 1817 were arrangements 
made for heating it, a stove being put in at that 
time after much opposition from people who 
objected to heating the house of God. 
That building, nearly a hundred years 

. still stands in Stamford and is used 
in part asa livery stableandin part as a car- 
riage manufactory. Mr. Nash, the owner of the 
livery stable, keeps his horse in a stall which 
occupies in part the exact spot where stood his 
father’s pew, and where the present Mr. Nash 
listened as a boy to hundreds of sermons. The 
present edifice is of wood, with the traditional 
steeple, anda queer lecture room in the rear, 
half-octagona! in shape, and which was yester- 
day transformed into a dining room, where din- 
ner and tea were served to visitors by a host of 
Stamford’s pretty young ladies. The stone edi- 
fice which it was voted to erect in 1669 is yet to be 


uilt. 

About this church yesterday were hung, on 
evergreen surrounded placards, the names of 
the Pastors who have served it, with the date of 
the beginning of their services. The list is as 
tollows: Denton, 1641; Bishop, 1644; Davenport, 
1684; Wright, 17382; Welles, 1746; Avery, 1782: 
Smith, 1798; Alvord, 1842; Jennings, 1847; 
Hoyt, 1853; Elliott, 1855; Anderson, 1858; 
Bacon, ( nard W.,) 1862; Thurston, 1865; 
Willcox, 1875, and _ Scoville, (the  pres- 
ent Pastor.) 1879. To secure the second 
of these, Bishop, two members—Bell and John- 
son—waiked from Stamford to Boston and 
brought him back with them, after agreeing to 
give him a salary of £60 a year, payable one- 
third each in pork, wheat,and corn. The Rev. 
Mr. Davenport fared better, for his salary was 
£100 yearly in the coin of the realm and his fire- 
wood. His salary, as was the case with ali min- 
isters throughout the State until 1792, was paid 
by direct taxation upon al! the inhabitants, and 
there was a proviso inthe agreement with him 
that delinquents should take care of his fence. 

It was the Rey. Daniel Smith who became 
Pastor of the church in 1798, who was the hero 
of the following incident which has found its 
way into church tradition. The church was in 
financial straits during his pastorate, and he 
added to his income by acting asa farmer and 
keeping a boarding school. In 1802, when his 
salary was a year in arre he personally went 
to a blacksmith to collect that industrious citi- 
ven’s tax for the support of the Gospel. Parson 
Smitb asked him for his assessment, which was 
$1. The blacksmith was notan attendant upon 
the services, and so he responded. 

w» * But I haven't attended church; why should I 
pay the dollar ?” 

“ The doors are always open and you could 
bave attended had you chosen to do so,” re- 
sponded the parson. 

Then the blacksmith psid his dollar. A few 
days Jater he sent a bill of $2 to the parson for 
shoeiug his horse. The parson went to see the 
biacksmith and protested against paying the 
bill because he had not had his horse shod. 

“ That isn’t my fault,’ responded the black- 
smith. * The door of the shop was open and I 
was there and you could bave had your horse 
shod had you chosen to do so.” 

The records do not disclose the fact that the 
parson paid the bill. 

The Rev. Noah Wells, who came to the church 
in 1746, had more trouble in collecting his salary 
than any other minister, for he was there in 
troublous times. But he was an American 
patriot clear through, and got into trouble with 
some of his members because in 1765 he preached 
asermon denouncing the stamp act, and in 1775 
preached another thanking God for the mili- 
tary successes of the struggling Americans. 
Mr. Welles’s *“*Commonplace Book,” which is 
still in existence, shows the quaint and practical 
character of the man. Wedved in betweena 
receipt for currant wine and another for cu- 
ring diseases in horses is a poetical version of 
the One Hundred and First Psalm, and a sug- 
gestion as to some doctrinal point is sandwiched 
between a cure for cholera in hogs anda cure 
for cancers. It was during his ministry that the 
use of a boy with a drum for summoning people 
to church was done away with anda bell sub- 
stituted, butit remained for one of his successors 
to have a chimney put into the new meeting 
house, though there was no stove for the chim- 
ney to amuse itself with until 1817, 7° 
uarter of a century after. It was under Mr. 

elles’s ministration that he led a vigorous fight 
against the rank heresy of allowing his people 
to sing by note. 

While the people were taxed to support this 
church the Episcopalians. Baptists, and Method- 
jats gained a footing inthe town and began to 
try to have this tax abolished. The Episcopa- 
lians came in in 1740,nearly a century after the 
settlement of the town, and prospered, and 
fought the Dissenters vigorously. In 1757, being 
in financial straits, they asked the General Court, 
as the Legislature was then called, for per- 
mission to organize a lottery for about 
£2,000 to help the church. This peti- 
tion for an object not thought so illy 
of then as now was denied. and the 





Congregationalists were happy. The Rev. Mr. 
Seaville, in his historical address, speaking apol- 
ogetically for the then connection between the 
church and State, said that the tax then im- 
posed in Connecticut to support the church was 
never so unjustly levied as it now isin warene 
in support of the Established Church. At the 
afternoon meeting the Rey. Mr. Tatlock, Pastor 
of St. John’s Episcopal Church in this village, 
told the congregation how the Episcopalians 
got even with the dissenters. The Legislature 

ad for nine successive years refused to grant a 
charter to what is now Trinity College. The 
Episcopalians rallied under their flag all anti- 
Congregationalists, and, combining with the 
Democrats, elected Oliver Wolcott Governor, 
succeeded in getting control of the Legislature, 
and then abolished the “ standing order,” as the 
Congregationalists were called. This biotted 
out taxation for church purposes. That move- 
ment was started in Stamford, and its successful 
manipulation was conducted from here. 

The Rev. Joseph Anderson, a former Pastor, told 
the story of the Dark Day in N’ ew-England, which 
formed thetheme forone of Whittier’s poems, in 
which Abraham Davenport, a former member of 

church, was made the hero. When, as dark- 
ness crept onand the members of the Legisla, 
ture, fearing the coming of the end of the world- 
suggested an oaeeeet Davenport cried out: 
“ God will do His work; let us do ours.” He 
spoke pleasantly of his happy daysin that church, 
his first appointment, and alluded pleasantly toa 
fair and il young man who was a member of 
the congregation, but who is now in the 
front rank of scientists and aang de 
Jobn Fiske, of Harvard—whose papers on his 
“ Idea of God” show that even the influence of 
the old church and its teachings remain with 
him to-day. Phe Rev. Mr. Thurston was the 
only other former Pastor present at the anni- 
versary. But two others are living. The church’s 
work and influence were noted by several 
speakers, who called attention to the fact that it 
bad sent out into the world over ascore of 
preachers, and had furnished from among its 
members the material with which 27 other 
churches were organized. 

One of the offshoots of the church here was 
the Greenwich Church, whose members were 
ay represented at to-day’s celebration. That 
church had one male and twelve female mem- 
bers. The male member became disorderly at 
one time, and the female members held a meet- 
ing to decide about the advisability of disciplin- 
ing him. They werein a great quandary over 
the matter, when all trouble was averted 
by the man consenting to resign, and 
so he saved a row, and left the church 
entirely in the hands of women. The Rev. Dr. 
Lathrop, of the Stamford Baptist Church, told 
how in the eighteenth century two members of 
his church were yng epee one for keeping a 
musical instrument in her house, and another for 
mpc eeged disrespectfully of asister inthe church. 

ealso cited from the records of his church the 
case of Sybil Whitehead, who taught school 
until she was 90 years o]d, was baptized when she 
was between 90 and 100, and died at theage of 
116. The record adds, “ She was unmarried.” 

The afternoon exercises were presided over by 
Francis A. Palmer, Esa., of New-York, Presi- 
dent of the Broadway Savings Institution, and 
the Rev. Hugh O. Pentecost, of New-York; the 
Rev. Mr. Prince, of the Stamford Methodist 
Episcopal Church; the Rev. Mr. Vail, of the 
Stamford Presbyterian Church; the Rev. Mr. 
Hicks, of Wethersfield; the Rev. Edward Ander- 
son, of Norwalk; the Rev. Mr. Ross, of South 
Norwalk,and the Rev. Mr. Hubbell, of Danbury, 
made addresses in addition to those named. This 
evening the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher preached 
a ‘* good old fushioned Gospel sermon,” as he 
called it, and thus wound up the celebration of 
the church’s two hundred and fiftieth birthday.

George Skinner was little more than a boy 
when bis father, Judge William Skinner, went 
to Hackensack trom Sussex County sqme years 
ago. But be was nearly 26 years old when he 
died, and had grown up to bea very popular 
young man. About three vears ago, when it 
was announced that he was going to marry Eva 
Hasbrouck, daughter of the late Dr. Charles 
Hasbrouck, everybody who knew them said that 
it was a very fitting and excellent match. 
Young Skinner had established himself in 
the drug business there, and the prospect 
for the future lookei bright. Last Tuesday 
evening George Skinner left his store feeling 
unweil. Dr. Burdett, who was called the next 
morning, found him suffering from pleurisy 
but the illness was not considered serious, an 
nochange waS made in the arrangements for 
the wedding, On Sunday night the young man’s 
disease took a sudden and rapid change for the 
worse, and Drs.

MR. BECK’S SPEECH AND MR..RAN- 
DALL’S DEFEAT. 

A SENATOR NEEDED TO REPLY TO THE KEN- 
TUCKY SILVER ADVOCATE—MR. RAN- 
DALL’S FRIENDS AND THE COMMITTEES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—A Democratic 

Senator who could cope with Mr. Beck or any 

other Western silver advocate. and who could 

bravely, clearly, and persistently reply to such 
fulminations as that indulged in by Mr. Beck on 

Monday would be a very comforting friend to 

the Administration at this time and during 

the present session. The lack of such a 

man has oppressed every friend of the 

Administration who has read Mr. Beck’s 

speech and looked over the list of the Demo- 

cratic Senators to find a champion for the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Manning. Out of the whole 
list there is only one Democratic Senator who 
can be relied upon to make the effort, and that 
is Mr. McPherson of New-Jersey. On the other 
hand, the Republicans have several Senators 
who could, if they were so inclined, answer 

Mr. Beck. A prominent Democrat said 

to-day that Mr. Sherman has _ probably 

read the speech made by the Kentucky 

Senator and discovered that it is full of state- 

ments calculated to mislead if they were not in- 

tentional misrepresentations of facts supplied 
by well informed officers. To rely upon Mr. 

Sherman, however, to become the defender of a 

Democratic Administration is to expect too 

much. Several of the Democratic Senators are 

admitted to possess the ability necessary to 
qualify them as opponents of Mr. Beck, but 
they are almost unanimously committed to 
the views which he expressed. On the other 
band, the Republican side includes half a dozen 
men who could cope with Mr. Beck, but who are 
not so free from a desire to see the Democrats 
engaged in a fight against the Administration 
that they would exert themselves to prove that 
the Administration is right and the Democrats 
in the Senate are wrong. The attack of Mr. 

Beck was not unexpected by the Treasury De- 

partment. The Senator has been making his 

speech in bits from time to time to different 


officers of the Treasury, some of whom have 
contributed to the store of facts with which he 
illuminated his remarks. 

The President had not read the sneech this 
afternoon, but had heard it referred to by 
several of his visitors, betraying no solicitude as 
to what its effect might be. The attack was not 
regarded as so urgent as to make it the subject 
of allusion in the Cabinet meeting. Mr. Man- 
ning does not betray any visible alarm at the 
prospect of being summoned before the Finance 
Committee. Heexpectsto go if called and to 
make an effort to answer clearly such questions 
as the siiver-loving Kentucky Senator may see 
fit to put to him. Should Treasurer Jor- 
dan be called in, as he undoubtedly 
will, it is altogether likely that the 
discovery will be made that there are some facts 
yet remaining to be presented that Mr. Beck for- 
got to mention, or which it did not suit his pur- 
Ease be Sreee Soon making his harangue. The 

reasury Officers are confident they will be 
able to show the Finance Committee that they 
are not lawbreakers or the tools of bondholders, 
and they may succeed in showing the committee 
that they have ideas not altogether sentimental 
about the importance of maintaining unim- 
paired the national credit at home and abroad. 


A good deal of rubbish was written during the 
discussion preliminary to the changes in the 
House rules,te give the impression that Mr. 
Randall Had abandoned his supposed unalterable 
opposition to tariff revision; that he was soon to 
come forward as the maker of a tariff bill, 


and that asthe representative of the President 
he was to show the majority exactly how it 
could reduce taxation without damaging infant 
industry. This stuff was paraded in such a way 
as to give some newspaper writers the idea that 
it had received Presidental sanction. The state- 
ment authorized by Mr. Randall, and published 
to-day, in which he says that he does not intend 
to introduce a bill; that he has n against 
tariff changes, and that he thinks the tariff 
ought to be let alone, disposes of the 
nonsensical talk about a change in his attitude. 
The tariff reform members of the House have 
known all along that there was nothing in the 
talk of Mr. Randall leading a tariff reform move- 
ment in the Hous. till, it frets them a 
litle to see him s0 promptly on dress 
arade for his Pennsylvania constituents, 
mmediately after his recent overwhelming de- 
feat in the House. It islearned that an effort is 
being made to employ economical ability ina 
new direction, He has said to his friends, that 
he was prepared to accept any assignment of 
duty the Speaker saw fit to give him. He has a 
reputation for possessing great familiarity 
with the tariff and a taste for the consideration 
of tariff measures. Bearing these thin in 
mind, some of the tariff reform men of the House 
are desirous that he should be relieved from the 
drudgery of duty on the Farm Com- 
mittee and put on the Committee on Ways 
and Means. In that committee he could 
throw his advice and his vote in favor of a per- 
pendicular reduction of taxes, if he preferred a 
revision in that way to oné by the Morrison 
horizontal plan. If he saw fit to oppose a 
proposition to add raw material to the 
free list he could vote against the propo- 
sition. In committee discussions a good 
opportunity would be afforded, by the heip of 
the press, to present to the public Mr. Randall's 
long pent up views upon the tariff question 
and to learn something more of them than 
eneralities. That the fight over the rules 
id not come to a close without provoking some 
opposition to Mr. Randall is generally 
believed here. Some of his__—triends, 
who are ogee | to the Speaker for 
Chairmanships, may find it out. Mr. Ermentrout, 
who wants to be Chairman of the Committee on 
Banking and Currency, may find itout. Ex- 
Gov. Curtin, who aspires to be Chairman of 
Foreign Affairs, and who would take Military 
Affairs if offered to him, may bave heard of this 
raukling, for he rushed into print to declare 
his fidelity to Mr. Randall, as if convinced 
that it was not to much purpose that he voted 
against Mr. Randall in favor of the distribution 
of appropriation bills favored by the Speaker. 
The repert that Gen. Bragg, of Wisconsin, is to 
take the Military Affairs Committee, and that 
Mr. Belmont, very properly, is to have the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, seems to have been 
accepted by him as correct, and to have 
led him to a prompt choice of his 
leader. Thesa are some of the indications 
that the Democrats in the Forty-ninth Congress 
are likely to be divided, as they were in the 
Forty-eighth. Having made a temporary and 
agreeable alliance with the Carlisle Democrats 
to “‘down’” Mr. Randall, there are indications 
that some of the Republicans will, with great 
pleasure, selze the first opportunity that pre- 
sents of making an alliance With Mr. Randall to 
“down” the friends of Carlisle and Morrison. 


A number of residents of Brooklyn and New- 
York are endeavoring to secure from Post- 
master-General Vilas his indorsement of a proj- 
ect to secure transmission of mails between the 
New-York and Brooklyn Post Officesin much 


less time than is now required. Their plan involves 
the construction of a pneumatic tube between 
the two offices by way of the Brooklyn Bridge 
large enough to contain the ordinary mail 

now in use. Although the route is necessarily 
somewhat circuitous, they say that there are no 
difficulties in maying the tube that cannot be 
easily overcome. To carry a mail bag from one 
office to the other now takes from 380 to 35 or 
even 40 minutes, while the promoters of the tube 
project assert that by the use of the pneumatic 
tube mails could be delivered from one office 
into the other in from three to five minutes. 
They anticipate no difficulty in securing 
the consent of the proper authorities to the use 
ot the bridge for such a purpose, and they say 
that if they can have assurances that contracts 
to carry the mails will be given them, the money 
to construct and operate the tube will be at once 
forthcoming from private purses.

Citizens of New-York who have a lively recol- 
lection of the many breakdowns and other hin- 
drances to the speedy transfer of the mails in 
New-York City which weresuffered when George 
K. Otis had the contract for carrying the mails 
in that city will be interested in two bills 
which have been introduced in the Senate by 
Mr. Warner Miiler. The first of these directs 
the Postmaster-General to remit the deductions 
standing charged against Otis for failures to per- 
form service during the period from July 1, 1881, 
to June 30, 1885, where the service was actually 
performed by him_ without additional charge or 
expense to the United States. These deduc- 
tions amount to $9,707 33, and tne bill appropri- 
ates that sum out of the Treasury tor Mr. Otis’s 
benefit. The second of Mr. Miller’s bills 
directs the Treasury Department to hand 
out $24,000 to the ex-contractor for trans- 
porting the Australian closed mails to and 
from the New-York Post Office from July 1, 
1877, to June 30, 1885. Should these bills become 
laws Mr. Otis would receive nearly $34,000 in ad- 
dition to what he has already been paid for his 
services as a mail carrier in ew- York.

CAUGHT IN ATLANTA AFTER TRAVELING 
MORE THAN 7,000 MILES. 

ATLANTA, Deo. 22.—* Yes, my name is 
Thomas Clements, and Iam wanted in Alexan- 
dria, La., for killing a man. There is a reward 
of $1,000 for my srrest, and I was under $10,000 
bonds when I skipped.” As he uttered 
these words Clements stood behind the 
bars at Police Headquarters. He made no 
effort to conceal himself, and in his boldness 
came near evading the detectives who were fol- 
lowing him. Clement’s home is in Alexandria, 
La., and he is the son of a wealthy man. Last 
April he and Joe Boyd, the man he killed, and 
Dan Ward, & companion, went off on a spree. 
The three men entered a saloon and 
after taking several drinks Clements and 
Boyd fell out. The quarrel ended in a 
fight, during which Clements stabbed Boyd, who 
died from the effects of his wounds. Boyd lived 
until September last, when the wounds caused 
his death. When Boyd died Clements was re- 
arrested and secured his release under a ten- 
thousand-dollar bond. He knew that his case 
was desperate, and just before his trial was to 
come off be disappeared. He went to Marshall, 
Texas, and then to St. Louis. From St, 
Louis he went to Cincinnati, and from that 
city back St. Louis and then came 
to Atlanta. He had a friend in Atlanta 
who knew him well, and soon after reaching the. 
city sought him out. This friend wrote to 
Clements’s family and through him Clements re- 
ceived money regularity. One day whiie on the 
streets he met an Atlanta policeman with whom 
he went to school. Clements stopped and talked 
tothe policeman. He quickly ascertained that 
the policeman did not know that he was wanted, 
and then began to feel easy. Detective 
J. I. Gloor, once a member of the 
Atlanta police, soon after Clements ran 
away from Louisiana, was sent for and asked to 
arrest him. The detective soon ascertained that 
Clements had gone to Marshall, Texas, where he 
had purchased a through ticket for Western 
Texas. He followed him as indicated above, and 
last night came upon Clements in a Peters-street 
barroom, where he arrested him. A reporter 
called upon Clements. ‘‘No; I don’t care,” he 
said in answer to a question, ‘to tell you about 
it. He has got the right man, certain. My name 
is Clements and I killed Boyd. There is $1,000 re- 
ward for me.” cs 

** How did the detective enees to get you? 

‘“ All through a woman. On Saturday I re- 
ceived a telegram from home through my 
friend, telling me to skip out. I was in the 
act of leaving when the woman got me in tow 
and I was pulled.” . 

‘““ What are your chances ?”” 

“Pretty bad, I’m afraid. If I could have 
staid away two or three years I’d have come 
out allright. My father is worth $150,000. He is 
United States Marshal of the Northern District 
of Louisiana, and was once Chief-Justice of the 
Supreme Court of that State.”’ 

“How did you kill the man?” ' 

“In a drunken row, with a knife. I don’t 
think they could have caught me if I could have 
gotten away. That detective has followed me 
nearly 7,000 miles. Iknowitfrom what he has 
told me.” 

Detective Gloor left here with his prisoner to- 
day. 


THE MURDER OF JOHN SHARPLESS. 





DOUBTS AS TO WHETHER SAMUEL JOHNSON 
WAS HIS SLAYER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 22.—Samuel John- 
son, the negro, had a hearing at the Certral Sta- 
tion to-day, and some persons who heard the 
evidence against him went away believing he 
murdered John Sharpless, the rich Delaware 
County farmer, while there were a3 many, and 
perhaps even more, who did not. The dingy old 
court room was crowded with people. Four 
witnesses were examined. The evidence of only 
two of them was important, and it took skillful 
pumping on the part of the attorney for the 
prosecution to bring out their evidence, 


although they appeared not only willing 
but anxious to testify against the pris- 
oner, Alexander Pritchett, a thick-headed 
colored youth, is an _ ex-jail bird, who 
now lives at No. 1,136 Pearl-street. He had to be 
pumped almost inside out to get his story..

On the even- 
ing of the following day, which was Saturday, 
Johnson was witb him and parted trom nim at 
1o’clock Sunday morning, saying he was going 
two miles off trom Chester,’ and that he didn’t 
want to get there until Sunday night and would 
walk. He didn’t see him again until the follow- 
ing Thursday, when they met at Sixth and St. 
Mary’s streets, and while drinking in a neixhbor- 
ing saloon Johnson said tohim: “I knocked a 
fellow in the head over there a little piece off 
from Chester.” ; 

“With a hatchet?” asked the witness. 

**No, with a short, stout club.” 

“Did you have a white handkerchief round 
your neck ?”” 
“ Yes ;,,did the papers say that ?” 


** And about the rope, too ?” 

**Then,” said the witness, “I told him he had 
better not talk that way when any oue could 
hear him.” 

Molly Stevens, who for several years was 
known as Jobnson’s wife, is a stumpy littie 
negro woman with thick lips. She looked 
wicked, and told the mayistrate at the start she 
was notatall fond of tne prisoner. “ We wuz 
engaged, an’ he left me,” she said. She testified 
in substance that Johnson had confessed the 
murder to her. The magistrate committed 
Johnson to await the action of the Delaware 
County authorities. The Delaware County au- 
thorities do not believe that Johnson is the 
murderer. Mrs. Sharpless aud Miss Pratt, who 
saw the murderer and who ure acquainted with 
Jonnson, deciare he is not tne person. It is uot 
certain that tne Delaware County authorities 
will accept Johnson trom the officers of this city.

SUING THE SECOND HUSBAND. 


TO-SECURE AN ACCOUNTING OF THE PROP- 
ERTY OF THE FIRST. 

Syracuse, Dec. 22.~The case of Swift 
against Sherman, will be called in the Supreme 
Court here to-morrow. The plaintiff is Hamil- 
ton W. Swift, son of Jane Antoinette Sherman 
by her first husband, Dr. John E. Swift, who 
died of consumption in France 10 or 12 years 
ago. The defendant is Thomas Parish Sherman, 
of New-York, Mrs. Sherman’s present husband, 
to whom she has borne one ¢hild, Mildred W., 
now 4 yearsof age. The suit is preliminary to 
an attempt on the part of Mrs. Sher- 
man’s friends to force Mr. Sherman to 
tell what has become of a large estate, 
the allegation being tnat he has squan- 
dered it. Differences first arose between 
the husband and wife about two years 
ago, when they were living at No. 606 Lexing- 
ton-avenue, New-York City. Mr. Sherman’s ar- 
rest for alleged misappropriation of funds and 
his imprisonment in the Onondaga County Pen- 
itentiary were the next steps in the sorrowful 
tale. Then came a suit for separation, which 
was granted her last week, Mrs. Sherman being 
given custody of the child. Her husband dia not 
appear, but has since obtained from Judge Don- 
ohue, of New-York, an order for reopening the 
case. The matter will be argued before Justice 
Kennedy in Special Term here on the 30th inst. 

In the separation proceedings of last week 
Mrs. Sherman testified that her husband had 
been given as Trustee the personal propery left 
to her by her father, the late Hamilton White, 
of this city. A receipt covering that property 
and given to her brothers, Horace K. and Ham- 
ilton White, Trustees under the will, by Thomas 
Parish Sherman as substitute Trustee appointed 
at the request of Mrs. Sherman, was filed in the 
case to-day. In this document shares of railroad 
and other stocks are itemized to the value of 
about $70,000. From her first husband Mrs. 
Sherman received, it ssid, $60,000, 
and from her late brother, Barret R. 
White, another large sum. Her father’s 
estate was divided among five children. He was 
a large owner of real estate, but it has always 
been understood that the bulk of his wealth was 
not in realty. Noschedule of his peopent has 
ever been filed in the Surrogate’s office here. 
Some of Mrs. Sherman’s real estate, including 
the old homestead, is heavily mortgaged. She is 
also said to have disposed of all her interest in the 
White Memorial building, one of the finest 
structures in the city, to her brothers, Hamilton 
and Howard G, She has publicly stated that her 
aha, te has been very seriously impaired by

CAPITAL:-READY TO MAKE IT AT 

, LOW RATES. 

MR, SHERWOOD TELLING HOW STOCEHOLD- 
ERS ARE EDUCATED TO BIG DIVIDENDS 
AND 8 PER CENT. IS NOT ENOUGH. 

Two opposing Presidents testified before 
the Senate Gas Investigating Committee, in the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel, yesterday, and each made 
ptatements that were listened to with much 
joterest by the committee. Gen. Charles Roome, 
the venerable President of the Consolidated Gas 
Company, said that it wasa well authenticated 
fact that whenever gas meters got out of order 
and registered incorrectly the registry was to 
the disadvantage of the company, more gas be- 
ing passed than was shown on the dial. 

* How about excessive bills?” inquireda mem- 
ber of the committee. 

* As a general thing the bills complained of as 
excessive,” replied the witness, “ are the results 
of improper consumption of gas through imper- 
fect burners. When the flame fails to spread 
evenly, but burns with a hissing sound, it is an 
indication that the pressure 1s too strong on that 
particular burner, and that the combustion of 
was is greater than it should be for the amount 
of illumination produced.” 

Gen. Roome suid that the Consolidated Gas 
Company was now making about 28,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas every 24 tiours, and the quantity dis- 
tributed averaged 22,000,000 feet every 24 hours. 
The company owns land enough to increase its 
producing capacity to 50,000,000 cubic feet a day. 

“What is the original cost of eas works of 
moderate capacity?” asked Gen. Tremain. 

“A plant capable of producing 1,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas per day would cost about $1,000,000,” 
said the witness. ‘“* The same plant could be in- 
ereased to a capacity of 5,000,000 cubic feet by 
the expenditure of $1,500,000 additional.” The 
witness said that his company paid taxes on 
$12,700,000 worth of personal property. 

Owing. probably, to the closeness of the at- 
mosphere in the room Gen. Roome was seized 
with a fainting fit at this point. He recovered 
iu a few moments and left the hotel .accompa- 
nied by a friend. 

Jobn H. Sherwood, President of the Gas Con- 
sumers’ Association, was asked to teil the com- 
mittee what he knew about the valuation of the 
properties of the six gas companies which went 
into the consolidation. He stated that, having 
bad an experience of fully 30 years as an ap- 


raiser of realestate in New-York, he considered ° 


imselt competent to judge of the values put 
upon the properties that joined in the consolida- 
tion. ‘Those values he believed were fictitious. 
The appraisals of the different pieces of property 
Were trom 20 to 33% per cent. in excess of their 
real value. Gas works not only cheapened the 
land on which they stood, but they also cheap- 
ened the surrounding property. The witness 
was strongly opposed to allowing the further ex- 
istence of a monopoly in the manufacture of 
gas. “I know a let of men,” said he, “who 
would be not only willing but glad to subscribe 
to tne capital stock of anew gas company, or- 
ganized for the purpose of supplying gas for 
$1 25 per 1,000 feet.” 

“Who are those men?” asked Senator Mur- 

h 


y. 

PS I don’t care to say just now,” replied Mr. 
Sherwood. “ Someof them are now connected 
with the existing gas companies.” 

“Do you think there would be roomin the 
streets of New-York for the pipes of another 
company ?” asked Senator Gilbert. “ Are not 
the streets filled up with the pipes already laid ?” 

“ Oh, there would be room enough for more 
pipes,” was the answer. “ They need not be laid 
with precise regularity. Pipes are put down ino 
the streets very much likea string of country 
sausages, you know.” 

Mr. Sherwood said that if he ever asked for 
a charter fora gas company he would be willing 
to have a restricting clause putin prohibiting 
the company from charging more than $125 a 
thousand feet for gas,and also prohibiting the 
distribution among the shareholders of more 
than 8 per cent. a year in dividends. 

Senator Murphy asked Mr. Sherwood if he and 
other consumers of gas had ever talked with the 
manufacturers of gas about lowering the price. 
Tue reply wasin the affirmative. Senator Mur- 
phy requested the witness to state tothe com- 
mittee the nature of that interview. Mr. Sher- 
‘wood said that so far as he was oy. con- 
werned he was willing to tell all that was said on 
that occasion, but he did not know as it would be 
proper for him to do so as the interview in ques- 
tion was in a measure a private one. He was 
willing to say, however, that the manufacturers 
and the consumers were not able to agree on the 
subject of dividends to be paid by the gas com- 
~~ The consumers thought that the share- 

olders were unreasonable in wanting so large 
dividends, and the shareholders—who had been 
educated up to receiving large dividends— 
thought that the consumers were unreasonable 
in wanting the dividends reduced so low as 7 or 8 
per cent. 

Gen. Tremain asked Mr. Sherwood if he 
thought there would be a sufficient amount of 
capital willing to stay in the gas business pro- 
viding the annual dividends were limited by law 
to 8 per cent. a year. 

“ Yes, Sir,” replied the witness. “You may 
limit the annual dividends of a gas company to 
6 per cent., or even 4 per cent., a year, and there 
will be millions of dollars of capital ready to go 
into the business.” 

When asked what remedy he would suggest 
for the evils complained of by gas consumers, 
Mr. Sherwood said that the streets of New-York 
ought to be thrown open to the uses of apy new 
companies that would agree to supply rood gas 
to consumers for less than they were paying. 
Gas ought to be handled as Croton water 
was handled. There ought to be the strictest 
laws enacted to prevent the supplying of gas 
from becoming a monopoly. The witness re- 
garded the law requiring the consent of two- 
thirds of the property owners for a new com- 
pany to lay mains as an infamous piece of legis- 
lation. It ought to be repealed, and then there 
would be achance for a new gas company to 
step in and break the monopoly. In leaving the 
stand Mr. Sherwood said: “I wish to sav right 
here that 1f the existing gas companies will fur- 
nish gas as cheaply as they can at a fair profit 
on the capital invested I will draw out and keep 
still, but if they do not I will continue to agi- 
tate this thine as long as I live.” 

W. Sharpe, the advertising agent, submitted 
to the committee a statement taken from his 
books of an account rendered to the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company May 11, 1885, for $270. The 
services performed by Mr. Sharpe were the caus- 
ing of “reading matter” unfavorable to the Gas 
Commission bill to be inserted in 87 different 
country papers throughout the State. Speci- 
mens of the “reading matter’ thus circulated 
were put in evidence. One of the paragraphs 
called upon Republican Assemblymen not to vote 
Tor the Gas Consumers’ bill because its passage 
would strengthen the Democratic Party in New- 
York City, inasmuch as “‘the bill gives, after 
four years, the appointment of the three Com- 
missioners created, whose salaries and allow- 
ances for clerk hire aggregate $60,000, to the 
Mayor, who, as New-York is strongly Demo- 
cratic, is usuaily: a Democrat.” ‘The advertise- 
ment also urged that the proposed commission 
would bring what should be private business 
enterprise into politics, and by fixing the price 
of gas would destroy competition. 

Tne committee spent the latter part of the 
afternoon in executive session. The Senators 
and the counsel are now devoting much atten- 
tion to the preparation of their report, which 
will be presented to the Legislature as early as 
possibile in the session. 


RELIEVED OF A LUNATIC’S CARE. 

More than 30 years Epidemus Irving has 
epent in the City Lunatic Asylum and the alms- 
house on Ward’s Island. He became demented 
while pursuing investigations in chemistry. 
From what he said toa Sheriff's jury yésterday 
it is inferred that he had, or thought he had, 
patents for tanning hides by electricity and for 


converting zinc intoa brighter and more valu- 
able metal, and that these, whether mythical or 
not, were factors of his insanity. Before he be- 
came insane he got possession of some stock of the 
New-Jersey Zinc Company and the New-Jersey 
Zinc and Iron Company. Both these corporations 
have been in the hands of Receivers fora long 
time. Tne Receivers finally discovered that the 
old man was in the almshouse here. They in- 
formed the Commissioners of Charities and Cor- 
rection that his interestin the two companies 
was about $2,200. Through Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counse! Hartwell the Commissioners began 
@ proceeding for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of his person and estate,.to the end that the 
public should be relieved of tne burden of sup- 
porting him. The Sheriff’s jury decided yester- 
day that the old man was of unsound mind. 
The committee of his person and estate, to be 
appointed by the court. will apply to the Cnan- 
cellor of New-Jersey for the $2,200 due him. 
Out of this sum the second panel of the jury will 
get $30 for the expenses of their annual dinner. 











THE WORE OF THE PILOTS. 

The Pilot Commissioners have sent to 
Albany their annual report. There are in active 
service 132 pilots. During the past year two pi- 
lots have died and two boatkeepers have been 
made pilots. One pilot boat bas been destroyed 
and another boat is being built to replace it. 
One of the other boats has been rebuilt. Within 
the year 6,099 vessels have been piloted into and 
outof this port, and the gross pilotage earned 
Was $382,588 71. Five complaints against pilots 
Were heard. The remova! of 59 sunken wrecks 
in various parts of the harbor have been expe- 
dited by the efforts of the Outdoor Inspector 
employed by the board. Although the board 
has done all it could to carry out the harbor reg- 
ulations, more refuse has been ‘ dumped 
in the harbor than in past years.

WILLIAM HEATH’S DEBTS. 
———< 
THE NEGOTIATIONS FOR A SETTLEMENT OF 
MR. MOROSINI’S CLAIM. 

The negotiations pending for the settle- 
ment of the suit for $480,000, brought by G. P. 
Morosini against William Heath, had made no 
progress toward a settlement yesterday, and 
there was very little prospect of their speedy 
termination. W. C. Gulliver, the counsel for 
Mr. Morosini, said that no settlement had been 
reached, but persons conversant with the condi- 
tion of affairs asserted that the only basis of set- 
tlement which would be accepted by Mr. Moro- 
sini was paymentin fullof his claim, which is 


about $440,000, the original amount sued for hav- 
ing been reduced about $40,000 by securities to 
that amount which have been recovered since 
the action was begun. 

That this is a correct statement of Mr. Moro- 
sini’s position was indicated by the remarks of 
Mr. Devine, counsel for Mr. Heath. That gen- 
tleman, when asked if a settlement was likely 
to be reuched, replied: ‘‘ Not to-day ut any 
rate,and lam afraid it will take a long time to 
settle the suit out of court. Weare negotiating 
with that end in view, but the progress we are 
making is very slow. You see Heath & Co. 
issued a circular a day or two ago offer- 

ng to settle with all their creditors on 
the Stock Exchange on _ the _ basis of 
65 cents on the dollar. Considering that 
a short time ago the debts of the house were not 
regarded as worth 10 cents on the dollar, this 
was a very liberal offer, anda great many cred- 
itors, I understand, are sareping As the proposi- 
tion. Of course it does not incfude Mr. Moro- 
sini’s claim, as that wentleman is nota member 
of the Exchange, and our offer of settlement 
with him isona lower basis, He is not satisfied 
to accept our offer, and ther the matter stands.” 

* Are you willing to make puplic the terms of 
Mr. Heath’s proposition for settlement?” the 
reporter asked. 

“ That would be scarcely proper at this stage 
of the proceedings,” was the answer. “ All that 
I can say isthat our termsare not satisfactory 
to the other side, and, if we can’t agree finally, 
the case must be settled in court.” 

Since Mr. Heath’s release from Ludlow-Street 
Jail his health has improved somewhat, but the 
effects of imprisonment are still very perceptible. 
It is said by prominent Wall-street men that the 
money with which he is trying to settle with his 
creditors is furnished by his wife, who promptly 
placed her whole fortune at his disposal upon her 
return from Europe, but the truth of this can- 
not be established. Other Wall-street authori- 
ties say that though Mrs. Heath hurried to this 
country from Paris as soon es she received 
pews of her husband's arrest, it is believed in 
Wall-street that her fortune did not have much 
weight in the negotiations which led to the re- 
lease of Mr. Heath. Jay Gould is believed to 
have been the reai sponsor for the sudden 
change in. the 4 my of affairs. Gould is 
declared to have been in continual terror since 
Heath’s arrest, for fear that Heath would be- 
come talkative and spread before the world the 
inside history of the infamous Black Friday 
days, when he was Gould’s chief broker. And 
his fears are said to have prompted him to some 
substantial philanthropy in this particular case.

THE ATTEMPT TO SECURE THE WESTERN 
UNION’S UNPAID TAXES, 

A careful examination yesterday of the 
crazy quilts that do duty as bulletin boards in 
the Court House would have revealed the fol- 
lowing modest announcement: 

“By virtue of several writs of execution, to me di- 
rected and delivered, I will expose for sale at public 
vendue on Monday, the 28th day of December, 1585, 
at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, at No. 195 Broadway, 
New-York City. engine, boilers, pumps, telegraphic in- 
struments, dynamo macHines, testing machines, &c., 
office fixtures and furniture, safe, &c.. and immedi- 
ately thereafter, at No. 62 New Church-street, ma- 
chinery, tools, &c.” 

This brief announcement bore the signatures 
of A. V. Davidson, Sheriff, and A. Aarons, 
Under Sheriff, and was dated Dec. 21, 1885. The 
property deseribed is owned by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, which is having 
some passing annoyance by reason of its unpaid 
taxes. Under Sheriff Aarons paused long enough 
in his work of signing a big batch of papers to 
say, when asked about it, that, for all he knew 
to the contrary, the sale would take place as ad- 
vertised. 

Aaron J. Vanderpoel, senior member of the 
firm of Vanderpoel, Green & Cuming, counsel 
for the Western Union Company, said yesterday 
that he didn’t know anything ”’about the case; 
that he had not heard a word aboutit for a week, 
and therefore was unable to say what would be 
done in the matter of the contemplated sale. He 
couldn’t say whether the company would pay 
the claim or let the sale go on, and he thought it 
a very strange thing that a newspaper should ask 
such a question. e followed visitor to the 
door to reiterate the assurance that he knew 
nothing whatever about it. The member of 
the firm who did know anything about it was 
unfortunately notin. Itis believed by persons 
who are ina position to know something about 
the case that the trouble will be settled without 
the aid of lawyers, and that the posting of an 
obscure notice on the crowded bulletin boards 
of the Court House will be the last public demon- 
stration made over the case. Just how the mat- 
ter will be adjusted is unknown, as no person 
connected with the Western Union management 
has as yet expressed so much asa conjecture 
upon the subject of a settlement. That any sale 
will be made is considered an i:possibility. 





CHORUS OF “THE SEVEN RAVENS." 

The General Term of the City Court yes- 
terday handed down a decision in the action 
commenced by William F. Peverly against Poole 
& Gilmore, affirming a judgment in favor of the 
defendants. The action was inthe nature of a 
test suit, brought to determine the liability of 
Poole & Gilmore for the discharge of a number 
of the choristers engaged to singin ** The Seven 


Ravens” at the time this spectacular piece was 
being produced at Niblo’s Garden. The contract 
between the parties provided that defendants 
might terminate it whenever the services of the 
chorus were not, in their estimation,satisfactory. 
Atthe trial plaintiff claimed that defendants 
were satisfied with his services and ex- 
pressed approval of his singing shortly prior 
to the discharge. The defendants’ counsel, at 
the close of plaintiff's evidence, moved to dis- 
miss the complaint, upon the ground that under 
the contract defendants could discharge Pever- 
ly whenever they were dissatisfied with him;

with the plaintitf’s voice, as a solo singer, but it 
might be that he was unsatisfactory when sing- 
ing, with others, in the chorus or for other rea- 
sons; that the defendants were the sole judges 
of the character of the services, and it was not 
for the court or jury to determine whether they 
ought or ought not to havz been satisfied.

SOLD HIMSELF FOR $267. 

Austin, Nichols & Co., wholesale grocers, 
of No. 59 Hudson-street, caused the arrest at 
Yonkers on Monday evening of J. V. Alexander, 
a former clerk, whom they charged with appro- 
priating to his own use acheck for $267.

Louis Gutman, the young man who shot 
his fellow-boarder, Max Friedman, at their 
boarding house on Monday evening, was yester- 
day arraigned at the Essex Market Police Vourt. 
He pleaded that the shooting was entirely ac- 
cidental, the pistol having been discharged while 
he was showing it to his friend. Mrs. Bau- 
mochl, with whom the young men boarded, and 
who is Friedman’s cousin. said thatthe young 
men were the best of friends and inoffensive 
young fellows.
